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Abbott Labs Stalls Promising AIDS Treatment

Over the past several 
years, passive immunothera¬ 
py, or PATH, has evolved as 
one of the more intriguing 
and nontoxic forms of AIDS 
therapy. 

PATH takes advantage of 
the fact that the human body, 
at first, seems to do quite well 


coping with infection by the 
Human Immunodeficiency 
Virus. Years pass before the 
immune system breaks down, 
leading to AIDS. 

Researchers have therefore 
wondered about the advisabil¬ 
ity of transferring disease¬ 
fighting antibodies from a 
healthy, HIV-positive person 
to someone developing symp¬ 


toms. 

Right now, tests are being 
run in California using blood 
plasma transfusions from 
HIV-positive asymptomatics 
to symptomatics. Indications 
are that this not only helps 
the recipient, but the donor’s 
health is improved, too, by 
the rush of antibody produc¬ 
tion that follows removal of

plasma. 

A refinement in the tech¬ 
nique would be to concen¬ 
trate the antibody portion of 
the plasma and transfer only 
that. Indeed, such immuno 
globulin treatments have long 
been a therapy for viral infec¬ 
tions like hepatitis. 

Pharmaceutical giant Ab¬ 
bott Laboratories has devel¬ 


oped a technique for separat¬ 
ing out the antibody fraction 
from the blood of HIVers 
who seem to have large 
amounts of antibodies that ef¬ 
fectively target HIV. 

This material, called 
HIVIG, is very expensive. Es¬ 
timated cost is at least $1,000 
per month of therapy, and ob-

Some Oct. 6 
Charges Are 
Dismissed

The San Francisco Police 
Commission dismissed some 
of the charges against a police 
captain accused of using un¬ 
necessary force against 
protesters during the Oct. 6, 
1989 Castro Street ACT UP 
demonstration. 

Charges that Capt. Richard 
Cairns, star 1942, “struck com¬ 
plainant Eric Wilcox in the 
mouth” with a regulation 26- 
inch police baton were dis¬ 
missed by the commission 
March 23. 

Cairns had also been 


charged with failure to record 
the use of force in the inci¬ 
dent. 

Wilcox had positively iden¬ 
tified Cairns as the officer 
who struck him in investiga¬ 
tory interviews conducted by 
the Office of Citizen Com¬ 
plaints, but video evidence in¬ 
dicates he was not struck by 
Cairns but by other officers. 

The dismissal of the 
charges followed last week’s 
opening statements in the 
case by Cairns’ attorney Neil 
Eisenberg blasting the OCC 
for charging the highly deco-

Court Upholds Dial-a-Porn 
Presubscription Requirement

The U.S. 9th Circuit Court 
of Appeals in San Francisco 
has upheld FCC regulations 
restricting access to adult tele¬ 
phone services to subscribers 
who specifically request the 
services. 

The decision is in direct 
opposition to a ruling by a 
federal court in New York 
last year, making it unclear 
what, if any, impact the rul¬ 
ing itself would actually have. 

The three-member panel 
on March 21 upheld FCC reg¬ 
ulations based on a 1989 law 
sponsored by Sen. Jesse 
Helms (R-N.C) that attempts 
to prevent minors from get¬ 
ting access to the 900 “dial-a- 
porn” numbers. 

U.S. attorneys who defended 


the FCC regulations argued 
that the communications 
regulator had a “compelling 
public interest in preventing 
minors from being exposed to 
indecent telephone messages.” 

But last year a group of 
adult telephone providers 
sued to block enforcement of 
the regulations in U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Court in New York, suc¬ 
cessfully arguing that the law 
itself was vague and violated 
the First and Fifth Amend¬ 
ments. 

In ruling against the FCC 
regulations last year, U.S. 
District Court Judge Robert 
Patterson also issued an in¬ 
junction against enforcement 
of the new regulations nation¬ 
ally. 

That injunction was not re¬ 
moved in last week’s ruling, 


and enforcement of the regu¬ 
lations remains temporarily 
suspended until a federal 
court with jurisdiction vacates 
the injunction. 

An earlier Helms attempt 
to completely bar such ser¬ 
vices was struck down in 1989 
by the U.S. Supreme Court as 
an unconstitutional violation 
of the First Amendment be¬ 
cause the earlier law was 
overly broad. 

In making its 1989 ruling, 
however, the Supreme Court 
made it clear that legislation 
that narrowly restricted ac¬ 
cess to minors without in¬ 
fringing on the rights of 
adults to get access to such 
telephone services would be 
constitutionally acceptable.

Jockstrap 
Usefulness 
In Question

It’s among the most potent 
sexual icons gay men have 
ever put on the erotic map. 
And now medical experts are 
saying the venerable jock¬ 
strap may not be all that use¬ 
ful as an article of athletic 
wear, although they concede 
separating the men — and a 
few women — from their jocks 
may not be all that easy. 

Dr. Herbert Sohn, past 
president of the American As¬ 
sociation of Clinical Urolo¬ 
gists, said recently that the 
protection the basic athletic 
supporter is supposed to offer 
the male genitals is highly 
overrated. 

“When I talk to patients 
who need that kind of sup¬ 
port, I always tell them to 
wear briefs instead. Men in 
contact sports who may need 
protection from a possible 
sports injury, of course, 
should wear a protective cup. 
But for non-contact sports and 
most exercise, an athletic sup¬ 
porter is of little use.” 

Even so, Sohn told a con¬ 
ference on sports medicine in 
San Francisco last week that 
he doubted many men — espe¬ 
cially men who see them¬ 
selves as being “serious” 
about sports — would be will¬ 
ing to relinquish the 3.5 ounce 
cotton-elastic garments so 
near and dear to the macho 
world. 

Sohn told the conferees, 
“After all, being a ‘jock’ is for 
many men almost a lifestyle, 
and what would a ‘jock’ be 
with a jock? I don’t think 
many athletes would want to 
start being called ‘briefs,’ ” he 
said. 

Sohn also said he had been 
told by a colleague of his, a 
woman whose practice is lim¬ 
ited to obstetric-gynecology, 
that she had recently seen 
“several women seriously in¬ 
volved in amateur and profes¬ 
sional athletics” who had 
asked whether wearing an 
athletic supporter would be 
helpful to them during sports. 

Although Sohn said the 
Chicago Bears or San Francis¬ 
co 49ers football teams were 
unlikely to have any big, 
bruiser women playing for 
them in the near future, he 
did say some form of wom¬ 
en’s jock with a protective 
cup might not be a bad idea.

Inflamed Prostate 
Tied to HIV Spread

CHICAGO — A new theory 
for how the AIDS virus may 
be transmitted points to the 
prostate gland as a possible 
“incubator-percolator,” a 
South Alabama College of 
Medicine pathologist said. 

Dr. William Gardner’s the¬ 
ory, if proven, could help ex¬ 
plain why all HIV-infected 
men do not pass the AIDS 
virus on to their sexual part¬ 
ners. 

Some white cells, known 
targets of HIV, found in se¬ 
men come from the prostate 
glands, Gardner said. These 
white cells may be the main 
source of HIV in semen, 
Gardner said during the 80th 
annual meeting of the United 
States and Canadian Acade¬ 
my of Pathology. 


Gardner reached his con¬ 
clusion by examining prostate 
glands of 150 men who had 
died unexpectedly. 

Although most of the men 
had been in good health at 
the time of death, about 112 
showed microscopic signs of 
acute or chronic prostate in¬ 
flammation at autopsy. 

Gardner said the presence 
of white cells, including lym- 
phochytes and macrophages, 
are signs of inflammation, in¬ 
fection and the presence of 
the HIV virus. 

But, Gardner said, other 
structures along the male re¬ 
productive tract rarely con¬ 
tained the white cells, indicat¬ 
ing that in the absence of 
prostate inflammation, the 
HIV virus may not be actively 
transmitted. ▼

The California State 
Court of Appeal ruled last 
week that the ex-lover of a 
lesbian woman has no rights 
to custody of the children 
born to their biological moth¬ 
er by artificial insemination 
during the couple’s 15-year re¬ 
lationship. 

The appellant had no right 
for custody under the Uni¬ 
form Parentage Act, the court 
ruled in Nancy S. vs. Michele 
G., because she was not legal¬ 
ly a parent, even though the 
children conceived during the 
relationship referred to both 
parents as “mom.” 

“I thought it was a very 
good opinion. The court was 
humane and principled in its 
decision,” said attorney Car¬ 
ole Amyx, who represented 
plaintiff Nancy S. 

The decision “was devas¬ 
tating,” said attorney Amy 
Oppenheimer of the Oakland 
firm Levy and Oppenheimer, 
who served as counsel for 
Michele G., who sought visita¬ 


tion rights. 

Oppenheimer said the 
court could have decided that 
gay and lesbian co-parents 
could have parental rights, 
but chose “to take a conserva¬ 
tive position on the law” in¬ 
stead of deciding the matter

equitably. 

The consequences for the 
children are “tragic,” said Op¬ 
penheimer. 

The lesbian couple had 
been together since 1969. 
Nancy S. had the first child in 
June 1980. The child was giv¬ 


en Michele G.’s family name, 
and she was listed on the 
birth certificate as the father 
of the child. 

The second child was born 
in 1984, and the same birth 
certificate procedure was fol¬ 
lowed. 

According to the Court of 
Appeal, although the couple 
had considered arranging for 
Michele G. to adopt the child, 
adoption proceedings were 
never initiated. 

The couple separated in 
1985 and arranged visitation 
so that one child lived with 
Michele G. and one child 
lived with Nancy S. 

Each had one of the chil¬ 
dren for five days a week and 
the children were together at 
either the appellant’s or re¬ 
spondent’s home four days a 
week. 

After three years, Nancy S. 
wanted to change the proce¬ 
dure so that each had custody 
of both children 50 percent of 
the time. 

Michele G. opposed any 
change. ▼

call the Governor’s Office at 
586-0034 right now to stop 
Senate Bill 1811.” 

But the bill enjoyed 
widespread mainstream insti¬ 
tutional support, garnering 
endorsements from the 
Hawaii Council of Churches , 
the Catholic Diocese of Hon¬ 
olulu, the Episcopal Diocese 
of Hawaii, the Hawaii Civil 
Rights Commission, the Gov¬ 
ernor’s Committee on AIDS, 
the state Department of 
Health, the Hawaii State 
Teachers Association and the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union. 

Since the Vatican’s 1987 
crackdown on gay-supportive 
priests and bishops, it has 
been all-but-unheard-of for a 
Catholic bishop to speak out 
in favor of gay rights. 

In signing the law, Waihee 
told reporters, “I give a great 
deal of deference to legisla¬ 
tive policy-making powers. 
The bill is technically sound 
and so I am signing it. We 
feel this is something Hawaii 
needs. 

“The rights of a religious 
organization to carry out its 
religious principles are un¬ 
changed by this amendment,” 
Waihee added . 

Lawmakers in California, 
Connecticut and Maine are 
considering such legislation 
this year. ▼

Officials Rationalize 
AIDS Drug Changes

State officials this week 
explained controversial 
changes in the state program 
that pays for the costly AIDS 
drugs AZT and aerosol pen¬ 
tamidine. 

The picture that emerged 
was of government agencies 
struggling with increasing 
caseloads of people surviving 
with AIDS while health bud¬ 
gets stagnate. 

The result has been a grad¬ 
ual loss in rights to life-pro- 
longing drugs for individuals 
coping with AIDS-related 
conditions. 

At one point, AZT was dis¬ 
tributed to everyone diag¬ 
nosed with AIDS. Then came 
broad means tests. Now, 
those requiring AZT, pen¬ 
tamidine and future medica¬ 
tions now undergoing tests 
will have to struggle to estab¬ 
lish their rights to state or pri¬ 
vate insurance benefits. 

Wayne Sauseda, chief of 
the Office of AIDS in the Cal¬ 
ifornia Department of Health 
Services, said that the 
changes in the AIDS drug 
program were made as a re¬ 
sult of a state law, AB 1724, 
that boosted the maximum in¬ 
come limit of those participat¬ 
ing from $40,000 to $50,000 
per year. 

‘‘Repayments were re¬ 
quired to make the bill a cost- 
neutral piece of legislation,” 
Sauseda said. 

Persons earning between 
$26,000 and $50,000 will have 
to pay a portion of the drug 
costs. ‘‘People making up to 
400 percent of the federal 
poverty level will get the 
drugs for free,” Sauseda said. 

At the time the new re¬ 
quirements were drawn up, 


$26,376 represented four 
times the federal govern¬ 
ment’s official poverty level 
for individuals. Middle in¬ 
come people will have to pay, 
then, so that the program can 
include more people at the 
higher end of the income 
spectrum. 

Yearly payment obliga¬ 
tions will amount to either 
two times the person’s annual 
state income tax liability mi¬ 
nus the amount spent on 
health insurance, or the total 
cost of the drugs, whichever 
is less. 

Basing payment obliga¬ 
tions on tax liability establish¬ 
es a rough flexibility for peo¬ 
ple with special needs, such 
as dependents they are sup¬ 
porting. But many tax deduc¬ 
tions have little relevance to 
an individual’s ability to pay 
for drugs and are more avail¬ 
able to higher income earn¬ 
ers. 

Asked about the possibility 
that present enrollees in the 
state drug program would 
suddenly and unexpectedly 
find that they had additional 
medical expenses to pay, 
Sauseda was emphatic: “This 
is something we would not 
want to do. A critical element 
of the program is that just 
new people are involved.” 

Of course, as time passes 
fewer and fewer of those af¬ 
fected by this “grandfather” 
provision will still be alive. 

Sauseda also disputed 
claims that the new require¬ 
ments were foisted without 
warning on local health de¬ 
partments, which administer 
the drug distribution pro¬ 
gram. 

He said notice had been 
sent out Feb. 5 advising coun-

So far McPherson says he 
has lined up Marty Keller, 
former chair of the gay Re¬ 
publican Log Cabin Clubs of 
California; Ken Jones, execu¬ 
tive director of the Stop 
AIDS Resource Center in 
Oakland and Northern Cali¬ 
fornia co-chair of the Lesbian 
& Gay Caucus of the state 
Democratic Party; and Los 
Angeles activist Ivy Bottini, 
past president of the Los An¬ 
geles Stonewall Democratic 


Club. 

He is working on arrang¬ 
ing a fourth regular panelist 
from Orange County in 
Southern California. 

Exactly what format Hi¬ 
bernia Beach ends up with is 
up in the air, and as far as 
McPherson is concerned 
that’s OK. 

‘‘I’m just going to try 
things and see what happens,” 
he said. “The eventual goal of 
all this is to discover pro¬ 
gramming that we might be 
able to use elsewhere. That’s 
why this group of four is 
from around the state, so that 
perhaps we can start taking 
this program to other radio 
stations throughout Califor¬ 
nia.” 

The show went weekly at 
the beginning of this month, 
and McPherson said he hoped 
to begin experimenting with 
some of the new formats by 
the end of April. It keeps its 7 
a.m. Sunday morning time 
slot. 

McPherson is pleased the 
show is now on weekly and 
with the support KITS man¬ 
agement has shown. 

“I have developed an excel¬ 
lent relationship with them. 
They’ve expressed that they 
like working with me and 
that they like my work — and

Coors Sponsorship 
Of Tourney Likely

Sometime next week, San 
Francisco’s Gay Softball 
League will probably approve 
a plan that would allow the 
Coors Brewing Co. to pro¬ 
vide a $10,000 sponsorship 
for a softball tournament in 
May. If this happens, you can 
strike a blow for the moder¬ 
ate and conservative elements 
of this city’s gay and lesbian 
community. 

As two dissenters left the 
GSL’s information meeting at 
Cafe Sn. Marcos nearly two 
weeks ago, one accused the 
GSL members of being “a 
bunch of right-wing assholes” 
while another shrugged his 
shoulders and sighed, 
“They’re jocks. They have a 
jock mentality.” 

GSL Commissioner Len 
Broberg bristles at being 
thought of as right wing. “In 
past elections, I have voted 
many times for Democrats,” 
he said. “I have voted for 
Democrats because of their 
policies on human rights. But 
I do have a moderate side as 
well.” 

One telling comment for 
Broberg’s moderate side came 
during the March 16 meeting. 

“The point of the matter 
here is that we are tired of 
being censored,” he said. “No¬ 
body in this community has 
clean hands when it comes to 
control.” 

Broberg isn’t the first per¬ 
son in the gay and lesbian 
community who has accused 
other community elements of 
“censorship.” Gay conserva¬ 
tives have accused the gay 
and lesbian press of pro-liber¬ 
al bias for years even though 
there have been gay Republi¬ 
cans as well as gay 
Democrats in power posi¬ 
tions. 

Broberg’s beef isn’t so 
much with the press as it is 
with groups such as ACT 
UP/San Francisco and Queer 
Nation. 

“For the last couple of 


years, this community has 
been held hostage by two 
rather vocal groups,” said 
Broberg. “If you go against 
them on any issue, they retal¬ 
iate.” 

Broberg says he is open 
for compromising, “but when 
discussion is made impossi¬ 
ble, that’s when I dig in and 
fight. I have a real problem 
with people who say, ‘I’m 
right, you’re wrong and that’s 
the end of the discussion.’ ” 

Representatives of both 
ACT UP and Queer Nation 
were quick to respond to 
Broberg’s charges. 

“ACT UP didn’t start the 
Coors boycott,” said Mark 
Wang, who added that he was 
speaking for himself. “If Mr. 
Broberg would do his home¬ 
work, he would see that the 
people who do have the pow¬ 
er in this community are 
white, gay, unaffected males.” 

“If Broberg thinks we hold 
the community hostage,” said 
Queer Nation’s Ben Carlson, 
“he’s out of touch. He’s just 
playing politics.” 

Carlson added, “Broberg 
should also understand that 
we’re not ACT UP. We 
haven’t taken a stand on the 
Coors boycott, just as we 
didn’t on the Miller boycott.” 

Broberg said that he had pre¬ 
pared a format for his mid- 
March league meeting. He 
said he invited ACT UP/San 
Francisco and Queer Nation 
to the meeting. One of the 
highlights was a discussion 
which alternated between 
pro- and anti-Coors speakers. 

Still, anti-Coors people 
who were at the meeting felt 
as if they were being stifled. 

“I was told that the ACT 
UP folks were told that the 
GSL people had baseball bats 
there,” said Howard Wallace 
of Local 250. Wallace, who 
was a last-minute speaker at 
the meeting, claimed that at 
first “only two and then later, 
only four people from ACT 
UP and/or Queer Nation

Building Security 
Blamed at Colossus

The owner of Colossus has 
responded to the complaints 
of two gay men concerning a 
March 16 incident close to the 
popular gay nightspot. 

The pair, David Thomp¬ 
son, 29, and a friend, were 
two blocks from their Colos¬ 
sus destination when they 
were held up at gunpoint. 
When they ran to the club 
and asked security staff to call 
911, they were told, after 
much delay, to use a tele¬ 
phone down the street. 

“I’m extremely pissed off,” 
said Gus Bean, the dance 
venue’s owner. “I’m very con¬ 
cerned about the welfare of 
my patrons. I’m not in this 
just to take people’s money. 
Had I known, it would have 
been handled differently. I 
was in the building and no¬ 
body told me of the incident. 
I don’t know why no one no¬ 
tified me.” 


According to Bean, the re¬ 
sponsibility for the incident 
lies with the building securi¬ 
ty staff at 1015 Folsom St. 

The staff has been repri¬ 
manded and are instructed to 
phone the police and assist 
patrons in such incidents, 
Bean said. 

“I think this sucks,” Bean 
said. 

However, Bean also point¬ 
ed out that the area is a high 
crime neighborhood and that 
police response to previous 
calls for assistance has been 
slow. There is also a public 
telephone across the street 
from the venue. 

Thompson and his friend 
flagged down a California 
Highway Patrol unit in the 
neighborhood shortly after 
being held up, and a police re¬ 
port was filed. 

Bean told the Bay Area 
Reporter that he had spoken 
with Thompson and there has 
been a satisfactory resolution 
of the unfortunate affair. ▼

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Expressing Outrage 



A s HIV social workers employed by the Department of 
Public Health, we have had the opportunity to work 
very closely with Peter Claver Community and want to 
express personal outrage at the biased, inflammatory 
and patronizing tone of the B.A.R.’s recent articles. 

The Peter Claver Community was born out of a citywide 
commitment to addressing gaps in service to multiply- 
diagnosed homeless people with symptomatic HIV disease. As 
the only program of its kind in the world, Peter Claver Com¬ 
munity has struggled to create a dignified setting in which the 
most disenfranchised can attain dignity, independence and 
quality of life. 

In order to assure the safety of all residents, it is, of course, 
necessary that certain standards of behavior be observed. In 
order to arrive at this consensus, all residents agree to adhere 
to program policies prior to admission, including attendance 
at house meetings. 

Part of the success of Peter Claver Community has been the 
program’s ability to interrupt the cycle of homelessness for peo¬ 
ple with HIV disease in our city, many of whom have substance 
abuse problems or mental illness. A critical component of this 
is the money management aspect, which ensures both payment 
of rent and stable housing. 

With housing and income stability in place, clients are em¬ 
powered to pursue other self-selected goals and objectives in¬ 
stead of experiencing a daily struggle for food, clothing and 
shelter which is all too apparent in our city. The social workers 
work in collaboration with residents to explore, define and ac¬ 
tualize goals and objectives which heretofore were not availa¬ 
ble to the residents. 

As community social workers we have been in the unique 
position of being able to both work with this highly professional 
staff and to observe the transformations that many of our clients 
have experienced. The B.A.R. generalized the experiences of 
a few residents to all residents who have had the opportunity 
to live there and experience a modicum of stability while liv¬ 
ing with the uncertainties of HIV disease. Your biased reporting 
negatively impacts not only current residents but also poten¬ 
tial residents who could truly benefit from this program, to say 
nothing of the effect it has on staff who provide services to these 
people. 

A trend has emerged in your paper of indicting HIV-oriented 
agencies which struggle to assist those in need. While we sup¬ 
port agency accountability to the community at large, it is 
crucial that investigation be unbiased, thorough and sensitive 
to those being served. We are outraged at your reporting of un¬ 
substantiated rumor and the spiteful, personalized and pe¬ 
jorative tone of your articles, which serve only to indict suc¬ 
cessful HIV programs and call into question the journalistic 
credibility of your paper.

oils show that 85 percent of the American 
people support our government’s efforts 
in the Persian Gulf. Not since World War 
II has a cause for war been so clear and 


Yet, here in San Francisco, evey one of our so- 
called gay and lesbian “leaders” stood in oppo¬ 
sition to the war. It wasn’t enough for them to 
oppose the war, but three of them on the Board 
of Supervisors felt it necessary to help pass a 
resolution giving sanctuary to those in the 
military who chose to avoid the war by being 
either conscientious objectors or deserters. 
Harry Britt, who introduced the resolution, was 
quickly joined by Carole Migden and Roberta 
Achtenberg supporting the idea. 

Ignoring that the present military is an all¬ 
volunteer one — and if a person truly feels that 
way about war, why the hell have they joined the 
military? — these three fools, with little thought 
of the consequences, decide to support a view 
held by only 15 percent of the population. Many 
of this small group would support anything that 
is anti-U.S. The same faces can be seen at a 
demonstration against our involvement in El 
Salvador, Panama or any other cause against our 
support for free and democratic governments. 

What infuriates me as a gay man is that the 
three fools, by inference, tie the gay and lesbian 
community to a very unpopular cause. The 
sanctuary idea was reported everywhere in this 
country and also in many foreign capitals. 

We gays and lesbians have for many years, as 
part of our agenda, been trying to get the 
military to accept us. We believe, and rightly so, 
that we are just as capable as any heterosexual 
who serves in the military. We strongly believe 
that sexual orientation should not be a barrier 
to our participation. 

Slowly we were beginning to persuade people 


to our point of view, especially since many of us 
have been and are in the military. Now, along 
come the three fools with their “sanctuary” sup¬ 
port and all of our efforts at reform are 
diminished. 

The sanctuary idea not only offends those in 
the military, it also alienates a vast majority of 
ordinary American citizens who had friends and 
loved ones serving in the Persian Gulf. We gays 
and lesbians need, and frequently ask for, 
support for our agenda from these same people. 
They have helped us to Fight AIDS (many direct¬ 
ly and others by just paying taxes), and they are 
also needed in our struggle for civil rights. I 
wonder how willing these good Americans will 
be to help our cause in the future? 

There was no need at all to involve our gay and 
lesbian communities in this very unpopular 
stance. How can we possibly achieve our goals 
when we act in such an irresponsible manner? 

I would like to apologize to all of America for 
the actions of Harry Britt, Roberta Achtenberg, 
Carole Migden and other unmentioned “lead¬ 
ers.” I would also state that I believe a vast ma¬ 
jority of our community also supports the action 
taken by our government against Iraq and fully 
endorses the efforts of our troops. 

We do need a sanctuary in San Francisco — 
a sanctuary from radical left politics hiding be¬ 
hind the term “progressive.” We also should stop 
encouragingevery weird malcontent from mov¬ 
ing here, making San Francisco a national bad 
joke. Most gay people do not wear makeup, dress 
in costumes, have orange and green hair, or hate 
America. Most gay people go to work every day, 
pay their taxes, and support our country. We 
hold many of the same beliefs and dreams of suc¬ 
cess that other Americans do.

Arlo’s Folly 

★ The National Lawyers Guild, which has provided 
free legal assistance to those protesters who will be 
representing themselves at their trials on infraction 
charges, calls upon the district attorney to dismiss the 
infraction charges filed against over 1500 people. 

The vast majority of people who were arrested dur¬ 
ing anti-war protests in January were illegally arrested 
by San Francisco police The police failed to give audi¬ 
ble warnings; they failed to give people time to 
disperse; and they failed to provide people with a clear 
avenue of escape — all in violation of the new crowd 
control policy. 

Furthermore, the district attorney has little or no 
evidence against most people who were exercising 
their First Amendment right to assemble in the streets 
of San Francisco. The district attorney is attempting 
to criminalize the constitutionally protected rights of 
assembly and free speech. 

The district attorney obviously does not have 
enough attorneys to prosecute over 1000 people as they 
are recruiting “loaner” attorneys. This practice may 
violate citizens’ right to a fair trial. Visiting judges are 
also being brought in to hear some of the cases at an 
unknown cost to the taxpayers. 

The court system is being overwhelmed by the dis¬ 
trict attorney’s politically inspired prosecution of 
peaceful protesters. It is the district attorney — not the 
protesters — who is clogging up the court system. Un¬ 
fortunately, it will be the taxpayers who pay the bill 
for Arlo Smith’s folly.

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Sexual Separatism 

★ The lamentable current vogue for Robert Bly and 
his “wild man” theorizing was given an interesting gay 
extension — or adaptation — in the March 14 Bay Area 
Reporter (“Men’s Bodies, Men’s Myths” by Mark 
Freeman). Bly and his mytho-poetic concepts of the 
nature of masculinity are presently riding high, with 
his Iron John at the top of the best-seller lists and his 
television number with Bill Moyers repeated endless¬ 
ly on PBS. Freeman, though he clearly recognizes 
Bly’s psychological stonewalling about gayness, still 
believes that this pop poet has grasped and express¬ 
ed some quintessential about true manhood. 

Though Bly carefully eschews the Rambo mentality 
and simplistic, violent macho-ism generally, he is in¬ 
sistent on a strict differentiation of male from female. 
Though Freeman makes a slight, regretful pass at 
Bly’s rejection of androgyny, he buys into the poet’s 
sexual separatism. And I believe that in doing so, he 
falls headlong into the trap that has limited so many 
before him. Though Bly’s ideas seem to be based on 
some kind of Jungian psycho-anthropology and there¬ 
by take on a sheen of supposedly brilliant revelation, 
they are just an old idea — gender intensification — 
tricked out in different duds.

Gentlemen, is that really in harmony with gay lib¬ 
eration? Didn’t most of us once believe that our real 
goal was complete self-acceptance as we are and 
mutual acceptance without any hoop-jumping? Let’s 
forget the disguising artifice projected by these jug¬ 
gling charlatans and be ourselves again.

While I realize that you could not account for every 
author’s contribution, I am very distressed that you 
could only come up with one Asian-American author 
for the past decade. I consider it a gross oversight that 
Willyce Kim was overlooked. 


For your information, Willyce Kim, a Korean from 
Hawaii, is the first Asian lesbian wrier to be publish¬ 
ed. Her books, Curtains of Light, Eating Artichokes, 
(a lesbian classic), and Under the Rolling Sky, were 
published by the pioneering Women’s Press Collec¬ 
tive in the early 1970s. 

Her two groundbreaking novels, published in the 
1980s by Alyson Publications are Dancer Dawkins 
and the California Kid and Dead Heat. 

I am angry at the continuing invisibility forced upon 
us while we struggle to be part of the “mainstream” 
gay and lesbian literary movement; especially given 
that there are so few of us who are out as visibly gay 
and lesbian Asian-American writers. 

When you exert as much influence as you do, and 
continue to pay homage to the Rita Maes of the world 
without acknowledging the Willyce Kims, Merle 
Woos, Canyon Sams and Barbara Nodas, then you do 
the community a great disservice.

Unlike wedding announcements, there is 
no such thing as domestic partner announcements in 
the S.E Examiner, nor even in the B.A.R. (forget the 
homophobic Chronicle). Otherwise we could have 
sent a clipping about the event to our Mom. 

Rachel, I could have sent a copy of your article to 
Mom, but here’s why I didn’t. You used the word 
“queer” no less than 19 times in the article. When us¬ 
ed by a straight, the word is generally meant to be 
derogatory; when used by a gay, it’s generally self- 
deprecating. 

Relating this to another time and place, Rachel, im¬ 
agine that you were a young black civil rights activist 
in the ’60s who had traveled from Mississippi to 
Washington, D.C. You were among the tens of 
thousands by the Reflecting Pool who heard Martin 
Luther King’s “I Have A Dream” speech. This had to 
have been the most inspiring moment of your life, or 
even of that civil rights movement. 

As a young activist in that movement, you would 
have wanted to share those moments with your mom 
back in Mississippi, so how would you have written 
the letter describing the event? “Dear Mom: Today I 
stood by the Reflecting Pool in Washington, D.C., 
among thousands of niggers. They were crowded on 
both sides of the pool, and there were hundreds more 
niggers on the Lincoln Memorial steps. Believe me, 
Mom, some day soon we niggers will truly be free.” 

Rachel, a check of the dictionary will show that the 
word “queer” is negative in all of its various meanings. 
If you don’t like the word “gay,” won’t you try to find 
some other adjective/noun? The writer Rita Mae 
Brown, who I’m sure you are familiar with, said it best 
at the Gay Games I opening ceremonies in 1982 (I 
quote from memory but here’s the gist of her 
message), “A queer is not someone who loves another 
of the same sex; a queer is someone who is incapable 
of loving anyone.”

GOP Coming on Strong 


A recent nationwide poll 
conducted by the re¬ 
spected Times-Mirror 
Corp. confirms what 
politicians from both parties 
have suspected for some time 
now — that the Republican 
Party has become the majority 
party in American politics. 

In fact, American voters are 
identifying themselves as 
Republicans on a scale not 
seen in 60 years, the survey 
showed. 

The poll revealed that those 
who identify themselves as 
Republicans outnumber Dem¬ 
ocrats by a 36 percent to 29 per¬ 
cent ratio, and the GOP holds 
a 50 percent to 40 percent lead 
in congressional voting inten¬ 
tions. 

The poll, which has Demo¬ 
cratic National Chairman Ron 
Brown and his national com¬ 
mittee shaking their heads, has 
a margin of error of plus or 
minus 3 percent. 

It also suggests that the Re¬ 
publican Party will easily re¬ 
tain the White House in next 
year’s election and has the best 
chance in decades of breaking 
the Democratic Party’s strong¬ 
hold on Congress. 

Not since before the Great 
Depression of the 1930s has the 
GOP held such significant 
leads among people who readi¬ 
ly identify with the party or in 
their inclination to vote for 
GOP congressional candi¬ 
dates. 

The poll shows President 
Bush, still riding a strong surge 
of support in the wake of the 
Persian Gulf War, easily de¬ 
feating any Democratic presi¬ 
dential candidate being men¬ 
tioned. 

National Democratic Party 
leaders, while downplaying 
the poll, admit privately that 
their party is in big trouble. 
With no recognized leader yet 
in the race for the presidential 
nomination, some Democratic 
activists have already as much 
as conceded another four years 
to Bush, and their energies and 
money seem to be looking at 
keeping control of Congress. 

Democrats outnumber Re¬ 
publicans 267 to 167 (with one 
independent) and have a 56 to 
44 majority in the Senate. 

While the Democrats are 
quick to point out that the 1992 
elections are still 20 months 
away, the latest public opinion 
polls spell bad news for the 
party. 

★ ★ ★ 

Sen. Campbell? 

Speaking of attractive 
Republicans, California could 
just be the state that helps 
Bush take control of the Sen¬ 
ate, particularly if they keep 
putting up candidates like the 
Peninsula’s Rep. Tom Camp¬ 
bell. Here is one Republican 
that even gays could vote for. 
Calling himself a proponent of 
a “new kind of conservatism” 
(oops, remember folks, it isn’t 
necessarily bad anymore to 
call yourself a conservative), 
Campbell, with a record of 
supporting gay rights, pro- 
choice on the abortion issue, 
pro-environment and all those 
other issues usually identified 
with Democrats, is clearly a 
man to watch next year. It’s 
been a long time since the gay 
and lesbian community sup¬ 
ported a Republican for state¬ 
wide office, but a Tom Camp¬ 
bell, particularly up against a 
Jerry Brown, a Gray Davis, or

maybe even Barbara Boxer, 
will do pretty damn well (boy, 
will this one get me letters!). 

Incidentally, Campbell’s 
Senate campaign will be run 
by Ron Smith, who came 
within 150,000 votes of beating 
Alan Cranston a few years ago 
with Ed Zschau as his candi¬ 
date. But he is probably best 
remembered in this city as the 
man who managed to grab 
defeat from the jaws of victory 
when me managed (?) Jack 
Molinari’s mayoral race 
against Art Agnos the last time 
around. 

Politics & Poker 

Despite what the Ex¬ 
aminer’s political column said 
last week, Harry Britt, while 
ruling out another run for the 
Board of Supervisors, is very 
much interested in goingafter 
John Burton’s Assembly seat 
next year, and he has told his 
closest political advisers so. 

In Key West, Fla., a county 
judge last week declared un¬ 
constitutional a 14-year-old law 
(one of only two such laws in 
the nation) that bars gays from 
adopting children. 

When New York City Mayor 
David Dinkins defied the 
bigots last week to march in 
the St. Patrick’s Day Parade 
with gays, he found that not 
only was he “doing the correct 
thing,” he was apparently do¬ 
ing the popular thing. Dinkins’ 
mail has been running heavily 
in favor of his action, and some 
parade officials (who blocked 
the gay/lesbian entrant) are 
now saying they “made a 
mistake and Dinkins showed 
us up.” 

In Austin, Texas, nearly 
30,000 gays and their sup¬ 
porters rallied on the Capitol 
steps in a march for gay rights. 
State Rep. Glen Maxey, the 
first openly gay member of the 
Texas House, was guest 
speaker (this might not seem 
like such a big thing here, but 
remember, we’re talking about 
Texas, folks). 

A lot of Democrats in San 
Mateo County are urging 
Supervisor Tom Nolan to seek 
the 12th Congressional District 
seat being given up by Senate 
candidate Tom Campbell. 
Nolan is one of the brightest 
public officials I know and he 
would make a hell of a con- 
gressperson. 

The California League of 
Conservation Voters has 
honored Speaker Willie 
Brown and Marin Assembly- 
man Bill Filante for excellent 
records on environmental 
votes. 

Don’t pass the hat yet folks, 


but Sen. Alan Cranston, who 
indicated in a financial 
disclosure statement last May 
that he is in fact a millionaire, 
says that he is “having trouble” 
paying his “Keating Five” 
legal fees, despite having 
publicly acknowledged raising 
more than a quarter million 
dollars in a legal defense fund 
from friends. 

“I am having difficulty pay¬ 
ing the bills,” cries Cranston, 
and aren’t we all getting a bit 
tired of this guy? 

In New York, 

Assemblywoman Deborah 
Glick has introduced a bill that 
would let gay couples and 
unwed “domestic partners” be 
considered family members by 
insurance firms, rent boards 
and hospitals. The legislation 
would not, however, permit 
“domestic partners” to file 
joint tax returns. Glick’s aides 
say she is unsure if she has the 
votes to make the bill law but 
they are “hopeful.” 

Rock superstar George 
Michael donated the proceeds 
from four London concert ap¬ 
pearances last week — 
reportedly totaling more than 
$1 million — to AIDS research. 

Even as the clamor con¬ 
tinues for Los Angeles Police 
Chief Daryl Gates to resign in 
light of the uproar over the 
outrageous Rodney King 
beating, the chief, protected by 
civil service, will not go. One of 
the main reasons that Gates is 
determined to stay is that he 
signed a $300,000 deal last year 
for a book that he is to write 
and publishers fear it might be 
difficult to sell if he is no 
longer chief. 

Incidentally, one wonders 
why Gov. Pete Wilson and, in 
particular, the law and order 
attorney general, Dan 
Lungren, have been so silent 
on the beating that has shock¬ 
ed everyone — including the 
president of the United States. 
Bush said the video of the 
beating “made me sick.” 

KGO radio’s political report¬ 
er Bernie Ward on television 
Friday night claimed that Art 
Agnos was in trouble “because 
no one likes him.” Sure, Art has 
got some troubles, but I know 
a lot of people who still like 
him. Art Agnos vs. Dick 
Hongisto? Boy, is that one go¬ 
ing to force a lot of people to 
make some decisions. ▼

Simply Safe Space

A copy of Dykes Lov¬ 
ing Dykes, a new 
separatist anthology, 
lies in the bottom of 
my knapsack these days for 
ready access. Required read¬ 
ing, along with four other 
books, for the category I am 
judging in this year’s Lambda 
Literary Awards, I am never¬ 
theless drawn to this book 
first, although I am not per¬ 
sonally a separatist. 

Wading through the book 
one afternoon, I notice I have 
almost unknowingly been 
turning down pages to re-read 
later. I have also scribbled up 
the margins with thoughts 
ranging in scope from com¬ 
plete agreement with its au¬ 
thor’s words to complete dis¬ 
gust. 

Challenged but also com¬ 
forted by the book’s straight¬ 
forward separatist rhetoric, I 
wonder why this book strikes 
a chord with me these days, 
even if I do disagree with 
some of its content. 

And then I remember. 
Woman-only space seems 
to be a topic for trashing right 
now in the gay community, 
and I am personally pretty 
sick and tired of it. I’ve 
sensed it at meetings, heard it 
from supposedly enlightened 
male friends, and witnessed it 
written in the pages of this 
city’s community newspapers. 

In fact, an editorial in these 
very pages on “Same Sex 
Space” about the no male re¬ 
porter policy requested by the 
organizers of the upcoming 
National Lesbian Conference 
essentially became an oppor¬ 


tunity to slam separate space 
for women in general. 

Cringing, I read through 
the piece to its last telling 
line, which scolds conference 
organizers for excluding male 
journalists “simply because of 
gender.” 

Simply? 

It is not easy to explain to 
men about the continued 
need for woman-only space, 
just like it’s not so easy to ex¬ 
plain to heterosexuals why 
groups like Queer Nation do 
what they do. For how to ex¬ 
plain to men what it means to 
grow up female in a culture 
that judges women more by 
their looks than for their ac¬ 
complishments? How to ex¬ 
plain to men what it’s like 
when friend after friend tells 
you about her childhood in¬ 
cest until you are filled with 
rage at how many men com¬ 
mit these crimes and at a so¬ 
ciety that allows such vio¬ 
lence go unchecked? 

How to explain that it’s 
not just dark alleys that we’re 
wary of — but that city side¬ 
walks in the light of day are 
also not safe spaces for us, 
simply because we’re wom¬ 
en? 

How to explain what it’s 
like to open the morning 
newspaper and see an article 
about the fact that violence 
against women has reached 
epidemic proportions? And 
how to explain what it means 
to go to a place like the 
Michigan Women’s Fest and 
know that for one weekend 
out of the entire year we 
dykes can both celebrate our 
culture and live without the 
fear of harassment or sexual 


assault, simply because there 
are no men there? 

Not So Simple 

The concept of woman- 
only space is of course not a 
simple issue, and should not 
be treated as such, even if 
you don’t agree with the idea 
of it. Because even for wom¬ 
en like myself who choose to 
live, work and associate pri¬ 
marily with men, the idea of 
doing away with safe space 
for women is, in fact, blasphe¬ 
mous. And inevitably, things 
keep on reminding me of 
why this is so. 

I think about last fall’s 
Take Back the Night march, 
and about how a male re¬ 
porter tried to bully his way 
into staying at the rally after¬ 
ward. Not in the mood to ar¬ 
gue with a man about the 
concept of woman-only space 
while listening to women giv¬ 
ing their personal accounts of 
rape, incest and harassment 
at the hands of other men, the 
organizers held their ground, 
and eventually he left. 

It is so hard, I remember 
thinking at that moment, just 
so hard for women to get any 
respect from men, even when 
we are crying, out in pain. 

It is true that politically, 
gay women are not doing too 
badly in this town. We’ve 
managed to put two open les¬ 
bians on the Board of Super¬ 
visors, and another sits proud¬ 
ly as a Superior Court judge. 
Yet the women of San Fran¬ 
cisco are about to lose every 
one of their bars, and it’s only 
back page news — if it’s news 
at all — in this city’s gay pub-

ACT UP Members 
Protest at Oscars

LOS ANGELES - Three 
members of ACT UP/San 
Francisco joined about 50 oth¬ 
er protesters from ACT 
UP/Los Angeles and two 
members of ACT UP/New 
York in protesting “AIDS- 
phobia” in the movie industry 
during the 63rd annual 
Academy Awards show 
March 25 in Los Angeles. 

Though the crowd of 
demonstrators were kept be¬ 
hind police barriers across the 
street, one ACT UP/LA 
member did get inside the 
Shrine Auditorium and was 
arrested for creating a distur¬ 
bance. 

Three other ACT UP/LA 
members protested at the se¬ 
curity entrance to the event 
but were not arrested. 

Jason Heyman, 23, Timo¬ 
thy O’Toole, 27, and a third 
unidentified man said they 
came to Los Angeles specifi¬ 
cally to demonstrate at the 
Academy Awards show. 
They said making Longtime 
Companion was not enough. 

“There’s a lot more to it,” 
O’Toole said, indicating that 
the film did not touch on the 
many issues and communities 
affected by AIDS. 

People are on an informa¬ 
tion overload, he said. 

“If it’s not covered in the 
news,” O’Toole said, “they 
think it’s gone away. And it’s 
not gone away.” 

Heyman said he hoped the 
demonstrators would make 
people aware that there’s still 
a crisis going on. 

With all the people in Hol¬ 


lywood affected by AIDS, 
Heyman said “it’s ridiculous” 
that more has not been done 
to educate and make movies 
about AIDS. 

ACT UP was particularly 
critical of how little money is 
spent on AIDS compared to 
how much money is spent 
making just one Hollywood 
film. 

The coiffed, tuxedoed and 
gowned awards crowd saw 
the demonstrators as they sat 
stacked in their limos before 
the show. One unidentified 
man jumped out and shook 
hands with the protesters, 
“Downtown Julie Brown” 
waved the peace sign, and 
actress Susan Sarandon asked 
for, then wore, a “Silence 
Equals Death” button as she 
paraded down the “red car¬ 
pet” for the photographers. 

Actor Bruce Davison 
wore the button throughout 
the show. 

Those attending the cere¬ 
mony also became briefly 
aware of the AIDS issue 
when ACT UP/LA member 
David Lacaillade disturbed 
the show during a Chevy 
Chase-Martin Short presenta¬ 
tion. 

Lacaillade, 43, waited until 
after the award for Best Sup¬ 
porting Actor was handed 
out. When actor Bruce 
Davison did not win that 
award for his performance in 
the AIDS movie Longtime 
Companion, tuxedo-clad La¬ 
caillade made his way past se¬ 
curity guards to the or¬ 
chestra section of the Shrine 
Auditorium. He waited for a

Amelia’s is up for sale, 
Francine’s has been sold to a 
man, and Cafe San Marcos — 
my own preferred place to 
mix and mingle — is about to 
be sold to a fellow who wants 
to lay off all the staff and at¬ 
tract a more “mixed, upscale 
clientele.” 

Now don’t kid yourselves, 
folks. In your heart of hearts 
you know as well as I do that 
this can only mean one thing. 
The new owner wants to 
change the bar to attract a 
clientele of more men with 
more money, and boot the 
women out. So, pretty soon 
this town, which boasts the 
largest population of dykes 
this side of the USA, will no 
longer have a single full-time 
women’s bar. 

But I do not spend all my 
time these days at home read¬ 
ing Dykes Loving Dykes. To o 
saddened by the impending 
changes to hang out much any¬ 
more at San Marcos, I go out 
Saturday night to Girl Spot, 
the best of the new one night 
a week women’s clubs. My 
buddy Daula and I spin wildly 
around on the dance floor 
we’ve created for ourselves 
outside on the End Up’s back 
porch. A crowd of women, all 
sporting shy smiles, nice out¬ 
fits and drinks in hand, gath¬ 
ers to watch us . 

“Dance,” I want to shout to 
these girls. “Dance while you 
still can!” As I shut my eyes to 
lose myself in the music, I 
wonder fleetingly if these 
women are aware that all that

Dance while you can, I

A woman comes up to me 
to say goodbye, and I grab 
hold of her, swaying with her 
body, not wanting to let her 
go. I pull her close, breathing 
in her sweet girl smell, stand¬ 
ing outside in the rain at my 
favorite club on this stormy 
March night. It feels so right to 
be here with my sisters, just 
celebrating ourselves and each 
other in this steamy nightclub 
atmosphere of socialization 
and sexuality. I never want the 
night to end. 

But soon 2 o’clock comes 
around, and Daula and I head 
out into the night, plunging 
back into this man’s world, 
our sense of sisterhood tem¬ 
porarily fortified once again. I 
think of all the things I want 
to say to Daula about how 
much it means to me that we 
are friends, and about how 
glad I am that we finally have 
such a fine women’s club to go 
to on Saturday nights. It 
should all be so simple to say, 
but somehow it is not, and I 
am strangely at a loss for 
words. So instead, we go to 
the Baghdad for breakfast, and 
then we say goodnight. And I 
go home and dream of the 
world of the Amazons, my 
copy of Dykes Loving Dykes 
lying next to me, simply for 
safekeeping. ▼ 



lull in the show then shouted 
“AIDS. 102,000 dead. People 
are dying...” 

The last part of his mes¬ 
sage — “what are you doing?” 
— was lost as “surprised” 
Shrine security officers pulled 
Lacaillade into the lobby 
where he was searched and 
arrested by the Los Angeles 
Police Department for dis¬ 
turbing an assembly without 
the authority of law, a misde¬ 
meanor. 

Lacaillade said that he 
wanted to say what he ex¬ 
pected Davison would have 
said, had the actor won the 
award. 

Lacaillade also said that 
the LAPD “bent over back¬ 
ward” and at one point were 


even solicitous during the ar¬ 
rest. Lacaillade said he felt as 
if he was “piggybacking on 
Rodney King’s coattails,” re¬ 
ferring to the motorist whose 
videotaped beating by LAPD 
officers has caused a national 
uproar over police brutality. 

Three other members of 
ACT UP/LA tried to disturb 
the proceedings before the 
awards show got under way. 

Security at the event was 
massive, including a metal de¬ 
tector through which all 
guests had to pass. Judy Sis- 
neros, 32, Dale Griner, 24, 
and Terri Ford, 30, got as far 
as the metal detector when 
they threw a handful of AIDS 
leaflets into the air and 
shouted, “Lights, camera, 


AIDS action now!” They 
were immediately whisked 
away by police and escorted 
across the street where they 
were released. 

The three tried a second 
time but were turned back 
before they got to the detec¬ 
tors. There were no other in¬ 
cidents. 

There were several Oscar 
parties including a benefit for 
AIDS Hospice Foundation 
held at the Director’s Guild. 

The largest “star” party 
was held at Spago’s restau¬ 
rant in West Hollywood 
where about 20 members of 
Queer Nation quietly assem¬ 
bled with signs calling for an 
end to homophobia in Holly¬ 
wood. ▼

Kowalski Custody 
Ruling Postponed

WASHINGTON - A man 
may have become infected 
with the AIDS virus when he 
was splattered with blood 
while assaulting homosexual 
men during “gay-bashing” 
outings, a doctor has report¬ 
ed. 

Although there is no way 
to be sure how the 49-year-old 
man became infected, Dr. 
Paul Carson of the University 
of Nebraska in Omaha said 
that was the most likely ex¬ 
planation because the usual 
ways seemed to have been 
ruled out. 

“There is no way to prove 
something like this. But it cer¬ 
tainly is a plausible possibili¬ 
ty,” said Carson, who de¬ 
scribed the case in a letter 
published in the British med¬ 
ical journal Lancet. 

The man tested positively 
for HIV when he was being 
screened for life insurance in 
October 1990, Carson said. 

The man, a father of five, 
said he was heterosexual and 
denied having had any homo¬ 
sexual contact, Carson said. 

The man’s wife was not in¬ 
fected, he had not had a 
blood transfusion, and it was 
unlikely he had had sex with 
anyone else who was infect¬ 
ed because he had been impo¬ 
tent for 10 years, Carson said. 

Although the man admit¬ 
ted he had used intravenous 
drugs once in 1987, he insist¬ 
ed that he had used a sterile 
needle and had never done so 
again, Carson said. 

But during questioning, the 
man revealed that during a 
six-year period in the middle 
1980s when he was a truck 
driver he used to go out with 
other men in the New York- 
New Jersey area for “gay¬ 
bashing.” They would seek 
“out places frequented by gay 
men and systematically beat 
them,” Carson wrote. 

“He asked me if contact 
with blood from an infected 
person could have possibly 
led to infection. When I asked 
him about this further, he just 
said he ‘beat up queers,’ ” 
Carson said. 

“He said lots of times he 


would get lots of blood on 
him and would get small cuts 
on his hand, and asked if he 
could get infected from that. I 
said, ‘Yes, you can,’ ” Carson 
said. 

Carson said he decided to 
report the case in a medical 
journal because as far as he 
knew, this possible route of 
transmission of the AIDS 
virus had never been report¬ 
ed and he wanted to make 
medical workers aware of the 
possibility. 

But Carson added that the 
report might also have the ef¬ 
fect of deterring people from 
assaulting homosexuals. 

“Perhaps it might make 
people think that it’s not such 
a good idea to beat people. 
Things might come back to 
haunt you,” he said. 

But David Eng of the Gay 
Men’s Health Crisis, a New 
York AIDS group, said such 
reasoning could contribute to 
the misconception that the 
AIDS virus is easily transmit¬ 
ted. “It’s like saying, ‘Don’t 
touch them, but you can 
shoot them,’ ” he said. 

Carisa Cunningham of the 
AIDS Action Council in 
Washington was skeptical, 
saying it would be very un¬ 
likely that someone could be¬ 
come infected that way and 
there were indications of oth¬ 
er ways he could have be¬ 
come infected. 

Drug users often only ad¬ 
mit using drugs once when in 
fact there have been other oc¬ 
casions, she said, and men 
who participate in gay-bash¬ 
ing often turn out to have had 
homosexual experiences 
themselves, she said. 

“The profile of this guy is 
the profile of a married man 
who had sex with other men,” 
she said. 

Charles Fallis, a spokes¬ 
man for the Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control in Atlanta, said 
no other such cases had been 
reported and he, too, was 
skeptical the virus could be 
spread that way. Medical 
workers who are covered 
with large amounts of AIDS 
infected blood for long peri¬ 
ods usually do not get infect¬ 
ed, he said. ▼

Additional testimony re¬ 
garding the guardianship of 
Sharon Kowalski was heard 
March 22. 

Kowalski, who was seri¬ 
ously disabled and suffered 
partial paralysis and brain 
damage in a 1983 car acci¬ 
dent, is the lesbian partner of 
Karen Thompson. 

Kowalski’s parents origi¬ 
nally denied that their daugh¬ 
ter was a lesbian and forbade 
Thompson from seeing 
Kowalski. They have since 
withdrawn from involvement 
in the case. 

The hearing was ordered 
by St. Louis County (Minn.) 
District Court Judge Robert 
Thompson to accommodate 
the testimony of medical 
personnel from the Leisure 
Hills Nursing Home. 

Kowalski resided in the 
Minnesota nursing home 
from July 1985 to January 
1989. Thompson filed for 
guardianship in August 1989. 

Hearings in the case were 
held in December 1990, and a 
decision had been expected 
this month. No one else has 
filed for guardianship. 

With the reopening of the 
hearing, a custody decision 
may be delayed until late 
June. 

“I fail to understand what 
relevant information the 


Leisure Hill Nursing Home 
staff could have on my ability 
to be Sharon’s guardian,” 
Thompson said in a press 
statement. “They never saw 
us together, as I was forbid¬ 
den to see Sharon while she 
was there. Everyone testify¬ 
ing at the hearing had the op¬ 
portunity to testify last 
November or December.” 

A spokesperson for the Na¬ 
tional Organization for Wom¬ 
en said the new hearing was 
“another in a long series of le¬ 
gal hoops” the couple has 
been forced to take. 

“The evidence is clear, and 
it is time for the judge to 
make a decision,” said Rose¬ 
mary Dempsey, a vice presi¬ 
dent of the organization. 

According to NOW repre¬ 
sentative Nancy Buermeyer, 
the nursing home staff testi¬ 
fied about the quality of care 
that Kowalski received in the 
facility. 

Dr. William Wilson, a 
physician at the facility, failed 
to appear for the March 22 
hearing. Wilson was also ex¬ 
pected to testify last Decem¬ 
ber but failed to appear then 
as well. 

According to Buermeyer, 
the extra day of testimony is 
expected to cost Thompson 
about $6,000 in legal fees. 
“That money could have been 
used in Sharon’s rehabilita¬ 
tion,” she said. ▼ 


Bronx Hospital OKs Partner Benefits

NEW YORK - A Bronx 
hospital on March 26 agreed 
to extend spousal benefits to 
the partners of homosexual 
employees, becoming the 
largest private business in the 


country to grant such status 
to the domestic partners of 
gay and lesbian staff mem¬ 
bers. 

The announcement by the 
Montefiore Medical Center 
came after lengthy negotia¬ 
tions with the America Civil 
Liberties Union after a wom¬ 


an doctor specializing in tu¬ 
mors requested spousal bene¬ 
fits for her lesbian partner in 
1988. 

The hospital settled with 
the doctor, but then issued 
the hospital-wide policy when 
another lesbian couple sought 
the same benefits, “rather 


than face protracted negotia¬ 
tions with each of its gay and 
Officials at Montefiore, 
with about 9,000 employees, 
claim the hospital’s new poli¬ 
cy makes it the largest private 
business in the country to rec¬ 
ognize domestic partners of 
homosexual staff members.

Gay Rights Bill Reintroduced 


U.S. Sues Landlord in AIDS Bias 

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — An Indianapolis apartment complex 
was sued by the federal government March 21 for refusing to 
rent space to a man with AIDS. U.S. Attorney Deborah 
Daniels said the suit was filed in federal court after the defen¬ 
dants failed to resolve a complaint filed with the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Housing and Urban Development by Michael Graston, 
an AIDS victim. Named as defendants were Georgetown Vil¬ 
lage Apartments, REA Property Management Co., Terry L. 
Rea, Violet Stovall and Jerry Tarshes, owners and operators 
of the complex. Daniels said the civil rights suit charges the de¬ 
fendants with violating the 1988 Fair Housing Act. She said 
the law prohibited discrimination against persons with hand¬ 
icaps, which is defined to include persons with AIDS. The 
complaint asks the court to enjoin the defendants and award 
damages to Graston. 

Texas Denies Marriage Licenses 

AUSTIN, Texas (UPI) — A gay couple and a lesbian couple ap¬ 
plied for marriage licenses Tuesday but were turned down by 
Travis County Clerk Dana DeBeauvoir. The two couples - 
Toby Johnson and Kip Dollar, and Danalynne Recer and 
Pamela Voekel - said they wanted to test the state’s marriage 
license law and dramatize the need for change. State Rep. De¬ 
bra panburg, D-Houston, has introduced a bill in the Texas 
Legislature that would allow same-sex marriages, that current 
law prohibited her from issuing marriage licenses to the two 
couples. “When male-female gender couples apply for a mar¬ 
riage license, I don’t ask questions about their sexual relation¬ 
ship,” she said. “Marriage licenses are about legal relationships, 
not about lifestyles. *’ DeBeauvoir said that everyone should 
have the right to establish legal relationships to own and pro¬ 
tect property, plan for retirement and promote their own finan¬ 
cial decisions, regardless of sexual preference or gender. 
Thom Prentice, a spokesman for the Texas Lesbian/Gay Po¬ 
litical Lobby, said many in the gay community believe that the 
gender-specific marriage statute violates the Texas Equal 
Rights Amendment. 


Notre Dame Censors Gay Ads 

The Vice President for Student Affairs at the University of Notre 
Dame, Patricia O’Hara, has instructed the editor of the student 
newspaper to censor ads run by the unrecognized lesbian and 
gay student group, according to group co-chairs Mike Miller and 
Michael Vore. “They wouldn’t even talk to us directly,” said 
Miller, who explained that administration officials discussed 
“problems” with the ads last fall, but never made any prohibi¬ 
tions at that time. “They put the editor of The Observer in the 
difficult spot of having to censor our ads or face the loss of free 
office space in the Student Center.” 

Student Group Joins ROIC Protest 

The National Association of Graduate-Professional Students has 
joined national and local human rights organizations in condem¬ 
ning policies of the Department of Defense that discriminate 
against bisexuals, gay men and lesbians. At its Fifth National 
Conference, March 7-10, the membership of NAGPS voted to 
support the planned nationwide protest against the Department 
of Defense and campus Reserve Officers’ Training Corps on 
April 10. On many college campuses nationwide, the Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps refuses scholarships and enlistment op¬ 
portunities to openly homosexual students. For several years stu¬ 
dent activists have protested the presence of ROTC programs 
on campuses. Many university student codes have clauses pro¬ 
hibiting discrimination on the basis of sexual orientation and 
student activists have pressured university administrations to 
remove ROTC programs because of their discriminatory 
policies. The NAGPS membership voted overwhelmingly to 
adopt the resolution encouraging “all member campuses and 
individuals to participate in the protest scheduled for April 10, 
1991, by holding a press conference, writing to Richard Cheney, 
secretary of the Department of Defense, and publishing support 
for the protest in graduate publications.” 

Minn. Daily Publishes Partner Notices 

The Minneapolis Star-Tribune began publishing same-sex do¬ 
mestic partner notices alongwith opposite-sex engagement and 
wedding announcements last week. With a daily circulation of 
more than 400,000 and a Sunday circulation of more than 
660,000 copies, the morning Star-Tribune’s publication of its 
first domestic partner notices on March 21 made it the first ma¬ 
jor daily to publish such notices. Late last year the Everett 
Herald in Washington state became the first daily paper in the 
country to publish same-sex partner notices, and it was fol¬ 
lowed quicldy by the Marin Independent Journal and the Brat- 
tleboro Reformer in Vermont. According to Star-Tribune 
spokesperson Betty Fenton, the paper has had a variety of re¬ 
sponses to the new domestic partner announcements “ranging 
from support to outraged opposition to people who say they 
understand why the paper’s running them — they just don’t 
want them in the same section with ‘real’ marriages. But that’s 
exactly where they run.” Newspapers in Seattle and San Fran¬ 
cisco, the two other major U.S. cities with domestic partners 
laws on the books, do not publish partner announcements. San 
Francisco’s two dailies, the Chronicle and the Examiner, no 
longer publish couple announcements of any kind, and Seat¬ 
tle’s two leading dailies, the Times and the Post-Intelligencer, 
have so far refused to publish same-sex partner notices.

WASHINGTON - Key 
members of the House and 
Senate in March formally 
reintroduced the lesbian and 
gay civil rights bill to 
Congress, announcing a 
record number of co-sponsors 
for the proposal and renewed 
hope for action on it in the 
next two years. 

Sponsored in the Senate 
by Sen. Alan Cranston (D- 
Calif.) and by Rep. Ted Weiss 
(D-N.Y.) in the House, the 
measure would extend to 
American lesbians and gay 
men the protections of the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964, mak¬ 
ing discrimination on the ba¬ 
sis of sexual orientation in the 
areas of employment, public 
accommodations, housing and 
federally assisted programs a 
federal offense. 

The bill has been intro¬ 
duced to every Congress since 
1975. 

“Gays and lesbians in 
many communities face dis¬ 
crimination, hostility and prej¬ 
udice,” Cranston said in intro¬ 
ducing the bill. “My legisla¬ 
tion is needed to bring an end 
to that discrimination and to 
provide a clear remedy to re¬ 
dress violations of individual 
rights.” 

Weiss said, “By historically 
denying civil rights protec¬ 
tions to gay men and lesbians, 
our government shamefully

has neglected that responsibil¬ 
ity to an estimated 25 million 
Americans. To this day there 
exist no federal laws and no 
legal recourse to protect this 
minority when they en¬ 
counter discrimination based 
on their private lifestyle or 
their public comportment. We 
can tolerate this inequity no 
longer.” 

With nine senators and 79 
House members originally 
sponsoring or co-sponsoring 
this year’s bill, the twin mea¬ 
sures now boast the highest 
number of co-sponsors upon 
introduction in the bill’s 16- 
year history. At the end of the 


last Congress, the bill had 12 
Senate and 79 House spon¬ 
sors and co-sponsors. 

On March 14, Reps. Leon 
Panetta (D-Calif.) and fresh¬ 
man Rep. Rob Andrews (D- 
N.J.) signed onto the bill, 
bringing the number of 
names on the House bill to a 
record of 81. 

The 1991 co-sponsor num¬ 
bers so far show no change in 
the overall 14:1 ratio of 
Democrat to Republican 
backers of the bill. 

And while the co-sponsor¬ 
ship numbers are still far 
short of those needed to yield 
any immediate movement to¬ 
ward the floors of the House 
and Senate, this year lobby¬ 
ists are taking active steps to¬ 
ward effecting formal House 
and Senate hearings on the 
bill by the end of the 102nd 
Congress in the fall of 1992. 

Bolstered by 1990 victories 
on the Hate Crimes Statistics 
Act, which for the first time 
included a provision on “sex¬ 
ual orientation” in federal 
law; the Americans with Dis¬ 
abilities Act, which among 
other things banned AIDS 
discrimination nationwide; 
the removal of the U.S.’s bans 
on AIDS and gay immigra¬ 
tion; and several other AIDS 
related bills, gay and lesbian 
lobbyists are now suggesting 
that action on the gay rights 
bill is in the foreseeable fu¬ 
ture. ▼

Smut, Art and the RICO Act 


Part One of Two Parts 
by Keith Clark 

The seizure last week of 
six adult bookstores — one in 
Reno, one in Oakland, and 
four in San Francisco — by 
federal agents using the Rack¬ 
eteering Influenced Corrupt 
Organization Act revives 
anew the uncomfortable 
and unresolved question of 
the lesbian/gay community’s 
political relationship to sexu¬ 
ally explicit material, the rela¬ 
tionship between art and 
pornography, and why the 
government feels compelled 
to be involved in either. 

The 1970 racketeering act 
known as RICO was original¬ 
ly intended to help law en¬ 
forcement officials battle the 
Mafia and other crime syndi¬ 
cate groups by aiming at or¬ 
ganized crime’s businesses en¬ 
gaged in a “pattern of racke¬ 
teering activity.” But the law 
has also been applied, since it 
was first enacted, to such di¬ 
verse targets as the Team¬ 
sters Union, former junk-bond 
king Michael Milken and the 
late Philippine President Fer¬ 
dinand Marcos. 

So formidable is RICO’s 
prosecutorial reach that po¬ 
tential defendants often agree 
to cooperate with federal offi¬ 
cials instead of face convic¬ 
tions under the act, which car¬ 
ries a 20-year prison sentence 
for each count of racketeering 
and virtually unlimited finan¬ 
cial penalties. 

The largest single fine 
levied under RICO to date 
came against officers of Drex- 
el Burnham Lambert Inc., 
who pleaded guilty to securi¬ 
ties fraud charges that netted 
$650 million in penalties 
against the investment firm. 
That, Drexel Burnham Lam¬ 
bert officials figured, was 
preferable to risking the pos¬ 
sible loss of billions of dollars 
in both corporate and individ¬ 
ual assets that a RICO convic¬ 
tion could have led to. 

More than 20 specific types 
of crimes, ranging from mur¬ 
der and arson to mail fraud 
and selling obscene material, 
come under RICO’s sweeping 
authority and allow for both 
criminal and civil prosecution. 
And under RICO’s liberal def¬ 
initions, prosecutors have to 
establish no more than two 
offenses by the same defen¬ 
dant within a 10-year period 
to demonstrate a “pattern of 
illegal activity.” 

Another tactic increasingly 
used by the Justice Depart¬ 


ment’s anti-pornography pros¬ 
ecution unit is multiple indict¬ 
ments against manufacturers 
and distributors of pornogra¬ 
phy, frequently far from 
where they’re located and in 
ultraconservative jurisdic¬ 
tions. 

Multiple Prosecutions 

In 1987, for example, the 
local district attorney brought 
obscenity charges against the 
Carrboro, N.C., adult mail-or¬ 
der firm of Adam & Eve and 
its owner Philip Harvey. And 
even though a jury acquitted 
him of the charges because 
they felt the steamy bedtime 
videos and assorted dildos 
marketed by Adam & Eve 
did not violate local commu¬ 
nity standards of what consti¬ 
tutes obscenity, the firm and 
its owner still faced new 
charges several thousand 
miles away brought by feder¬ 
al prosecutors. 

The Justice Department 
took Harvey and his firm to 
court on identical charges in 
two remote and hostile com¬ 
munities — in straitlaced Utah 
and uptight Kentucky. Ac¬ 
cording to Harvey’s attorneys 
in the case, the cost of fight¬ 
ing the legal battles in such 
far-flung locations, irrespec¬ 
tive of the outcome, may 
bankrupt him. 

A similar strategy last year 
did bankrupt the Home Dish 
Satellite Corp. when the once- 
flourishing New York City- 
based firm, which transmitted 
satellite X-rated films to sub¬ 
scribers via cable TV, was in¬ 
dicted in remote Montgomery 
County, Ala. 

The firm could probably 
have fended off the criminal 
charges of obscenity based on 
the 50-some residents of 
Montgomery County who 
paid for access to the adult 
channel’s material. 

What destroyed the firm, 
however, was simultaneous 
indictments that were also 
handed in against GTE Corp., 
GTE Spacenet Corp. and 
U.S. Satellite Inc., the 
telecommunications firms 
that provided the uplink 
Home Dish used to beam its 
broadcasts around the nation. 

Within days of the Mont¬ 
gomery County indictments, 
the three companies terminat¬ 
ed their contracts with Home 
Dish and cut their satellite 
transmissions. Within two 
months, with its $78 million 
total income abruptly gone, 
the firm was in bankruptcy. 

'Project Postporn' 


The man behind the feder¬ 
al government’s anti-obscenity 
drive, code-named “Project 
Postporn,” is Patrick True¬ 
man, a 42-year-old attorney 
who describes himself as “a 
man of prayer.” Trueman 
heads the Justice Depart¬ 
ment’s Child Exploitation and 
Obscenity Section, formerly 
the National Obscenity En¬ 
forcement Unit, which has a 
$1.7 million budget, 13 staff 
attorneys, a paralegal and 
four office staff members. 

The unit was set up four 
years ago under the aegis of 
then Attorney General Edwin 
Meese and is being strongly 
supported by Attorney Gener¬ 
al Dick Thornburgh, who 
vowed recently that pornogra- 
phers “will be pursued in ev¬ 
ery state in the nation.” 

To back up his claim, 
Thornburgh ordered all 94 
U.S. attorneys’ offices to del¬ 
egate one staff lawyer, in ad¬ 
dition to CEOS’ 13 attorneys, 
to handle only obscenity cas¬ 
es. In mounting the major of¬ 
fensive on pornography, 
Thornburgh, who is a former 
governor of Pennsylvania re¬ 
portedly with higher elective 
ambitions, has been conspicu¬ 
ously strengthening his ties to 
the far right. 

Working with postal in¬ 
spectors and the network of 
regional U.S. attorneys, 
Thornburgh and Trueman 
have turned the CEOS into a 
high-voltage prosecution ma¬ 
chine. 

In 1988 the federal govern¬ 
ment brought only 37 obscen¬ 
ity indictments. By 1989, 
Thornburgh and Trueman 
had jacked that number to 
120 indictments nd last year 
the number ha risen even 
further to 193 inuictments. 

The CEOS has so far pri¬ 
marily targeted heterosexual 
pornographers dealing in the 
megabuck industry. But legal 
and civil libertarian experts 
agree it’s only a matter of 
time before the CEOS crew 
gets around to gay porn 
mavens like Colt Studios. 

And when the CEOS takes 
on the gay porn business — no 
one talked about an “if’ here 
— ripe prosecution territory is 
virtually assured in half the 
states, essentially everywhere 
sodomy is illegal. 

“Even vanilla gay porn is 
probably going to ‘violate 
community standards’ in 
places like Utah, Idaho and 
Kentucky,” said gay activist 
Barry Norris of Louisville, 
Ky.

Indiana Gay Man Sues Insurer 
For Denying Health Coverage

INDIANAPOLIS - A gay 
man has filed a lawsuit 
against an insurance compa¬ 
ny, claiming it denied him 
group health insurance cover¬ 
age in violation of an Indiana 
insurance regulation forbid¬ 
ding discrimination based on 
sexual orientation. 

The suit is being backed 
by Lambda Legal Defense & 
Education Fund of New 
York, which said it marked 
the first time in the country 
that such a non-discrimination 
insurance regulation has been 
invoked and the first sexual- 
orientation discrimination 
case ever brought to court in 
Indiana. 

Thor Steingraber, 23, was 
denied insurance by Indi¬ 
anapolis-based American 
United Life Insurance Co., the 
company used by Stein- 
graber’s employer, the Indi¬ 
anapolis Opera. 

The denial followed Amer¬ 
ican United Life’s review of 
Steingraber’s medical records, 
which indicated he is gay. 

An American United Life 
spokesman said there was no 


unfair discrimination. 

When pressed for a reason 
for the refusal, American 
United Life cited recurring 
prostatitis, the lawsuit said. 

The suit alleged Stein¬ 
graber had suffered only one 
minor prostate infection, 
which responded quickly to 
treatment. 

“Indiana insurance regula¬ 
tions clearly state that ‘sexual 
orientation may not be used 
in the underwriting process 
or in the determination of in¬ 
surability,”’ said Michael 
Sutherlin, one of Stein¬ 
graber’s lawyers. 

“When a healthy young 
man like Thor Steingraber is 
denied coverage on such a 
flimsy basis, it’s pretty clear 
the law has been violated.” 

At least 18 states have anti- 
discrimination regulations 
like Indiana’s, according to 
Sutherlin. 

“Insurers say they need to 
discriminate in order to keep 
their costs down and profits 
up, but their own studies 
show that AIDS costs are no 
more than 2 percent of their 
total expenditures. They’re 
crying wolf to justify acting 


like wolves, but discrimina¬ 
tion is never right, and is not 
legal,” said Evan Wolfson, a 
New York attorney represent¬ 
ing the Lambda fund. 

“We don’t feel we discrim¬ 
inated against him. Certainly, 
lifestyle and sexual prefer¬ 
ence had nothing to do with 
our underwriting decision,” 
said James Hetherington, a 
spokesman for American 
United Life. 

“Mr. Steingraber had a re- 
occurrent medical problem. 
For that reason we turned his 
application for group insur¬ 
ance down, indicating we 
would be willing to consider 
it again in two years, hoping 
that in the meantime it would 
correct itself,” Hetherington 
said. “Anyone with his health 
history would have been 
treated the same way” by the 
insurer. 

The lawsuit asks Marion 
County Circuit Court to 
award unspecified damages to 
Steingraber and declare 
American United Life’s action 
a violation of the state insur¬ 
ance regulations. ▼ 


Mayor Compares Gay Struggle 
With '60s Civil Rights Push

Before Mayor David 
Dinkins of New York marched 
with gay and lesbian Irish- 
Americans on March 16 in 
New York’s St. Patrick’s Day 
Parade, he did not realize the 
depth of intolerance toward 
lesbians and gays, he wrote in 
an Op-Ed piece in the March 
21 New York Times. 

“I was deeply saddened, and 
quite frankly surprised by the 
outbursts... I was given a taste 
of the hostility to which, sadly, 
certain segments of our socie¬ 
ty are still subjected because of 
who they are,” the mayor 
wrote. 

Footage of the parade shows 
the mayor and his small en¬ 
tourage of gay and lesbian 
Irish-Americans (without 
signs) jostled and booed. The 
mayor joined gays and lesbians 
after parade officials refused to 
allow the group to march. In 
exchange for the mayor walk¬ 
ing with them, the group 
agreed not to carry any ban¬ 
ners or signs, a compromise 
the mayor thought was a step 
toward “inclusion.” 

“But on Saturday,” he wrote, 
“a fearful rage erupted — a 
rage of intolerance.” 

After recounting a beer be¬ 
ing thrown on them, Dinkins 
compares the hostility to that 
he encountered in 1945 as a 
black Marine attempting to 
ride a public bus. 

“The hostility I saw was not 
unfamiliar.” 

In his piece, the mayor call¬ 
ed for the state Legislature to 
pass hate crimes legislation, in 
order to offer protection to the 
gay and lesbian “community 
(against whom)... bias related 
violent crime ... has doubled.” 

Bias bill coordinator for the 
New York Gay and Lesbian 
Anti-Violence Project Howie 
Katz called the essay a 
“courageous stand against 


bigotry.” Katz had feared a lack 
of attention to the New York 
Bias Bill this year, but found 
Dinkins’ attention hopeful: 
“This may have been the big 
push we needed this year. I 
think it’s going to create a lot 
of pressure” on the state Leg¬ 
islature. 

Dinkins quotes the Rev. 
Martin Luther King Jr., “Every 
man is somebody because he is 
a child of God.” 

Drawing an analogy to the 
1960s Civil Rights struggle, 
Dinkins closed with the words 
of Montgomery Bus Boycotter 
Mother Pollard who rejected 
suggestions that she was too 
old to march by stating: “My 
feets is tired but my soul is 
rested.” ▼

NEW YORK - Cardinal 
John O’Connor and Mayor 
David Dinkins met March 25 
for the first time since the St. 
Patrick’s Day Parade but his 
eminence and hizonner 
claimed there were no hard 
feelings and “no hatchet to be 
buried.” 

They said the subject of 
the parade, where Dinkins 
came under sustained attack 
for marching with an Irish 
gay and lesbian group, never 
even came up. 

“We weren’t here to dis¬ 
cuss that,” O’Connor said. To 
which Dinkins added, “This 
meeting had nothing to do 
with the parade.” 

The mayor said the meet¬ 
ing had been planned long be¬ 
fore the March 15 parade to 
discuss relations between the 
church and city on a wide 
range of issues, such as land¬ 
marking and asbestos re¬ 
moval, that have divided the 
government and the archdio-

cese. 

Dinkins said his relation¬ 
ship with O’Connor was “as 
good and warm as it always 
has been.” 

“There was no hatchet to 
be buried,” the mayor said. 

O’Connor, who has not 
spoken out against the 
protesters who assaulted 
Dinkins verbally and with 
beer cans at the parade, said 
he did not know where the 
“rumors” had started about a 
split between them. 

“We have repeatedly ex¬ 
pressed our warm, personal 
support of each other,” the 
cardinal said. 

Some of the protesters at 
the parade accused the mayor 
of “Catholic-bashing,” some¬ 
thing he has strongly denied. 

But O’Connor said his col¬ 
umn last week denouncing 
“Catholic-bashing” was not di¬ 
rected at Dinkins. 

“I don’t see that that in any 
way relates to the mayor,” the 
cardinal said. ▼ 


No Hard Feelings 
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More U.S. Aid Urged 
To Fight AIDS in Africa 


Nicaraguan Government 
Targeting Gays, Sex Education

WASHINGTON - Two 
top U.S. officials who recently 
returned from a two-week 
mission to Africa have recom¬ 
mended more U.S. aid to 
African nations to combat 
malaria, AIDS and the ex¬ 
ploding birth rate. 

Secretary Louis Sullivan 
of the Department of Health 
and Human Services and Ad¬ 
ministrator Ronald Roskens 
of the U.S. Agency for Inter¬ 
national Development led a 
delegation Jan. 4-18 to the 
Ivory Coast, Malawi, Nigeria, 
Senegal, South Africa, Ugan¬ 
da and Zimbabwe. 

In a report to President 
Bush, Sullivan and Roskens 
said U.S. assistance has 
helped improve child health 
in Africa, but more aid is 
needed. 

The delegation said malar¬ 
ia, known as the “forgotten 
disease,” is considered the 
“foremost health challenge” in 
Africa. 

The disease kills 1 million 
African children each year, 
making it the leading killer of 
children in many African na¬ 
tions. Of the 110 million 
malaria cases reported annu¬ 
ally, 90 million occur in 
Africa. 

Sullivan and Roskens rec¬ 
ommended more aid to com¬ 


bat malaria, including re¬ 
search into the strains that 
are resistant to chloroquine 
treatment. 

AIDS is rapidly becoming 
a major killer of African chil¬ 
dren. During the 1980s about 
500,000 infants in Africa were 
born with the HIV infection, 
and by the end of the 1990s, 
there will be an additional 10 
million HIV-infected children 
in Africa, the delegation said. 

Also, 5 million to 10 mil¬ 
lion children under 10 years 
of age are expected to be¬ 
come orphans in Africa dur¬ 
ing the 1990s because of the 
death of one or both parents 
from AIDS. 

“Behavior change is the 
key to breaking the AIDS 
transmission chain,” the re¬ 
port said. “U.S. programs 
should support additional in¬ 
terventions to promote behav¬ 
ior change, encourage social 
marketing of condoms and 
the control of sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases and support 
research on other means to 
reduce HIV transmission, in¬ 
cluding vaccines.” 

But if Africans could stem 
the exploding birth rate, the 
group said, perhaps many of 
the continent’s health prob¬ 
lems, especially children’s 
very survival, could be im¬ 
proved. ▼ 


Witnesses: Gay Affair 
Led to Mandela Beatings

JOHANNESBURG, South 
Africa—A co-defendant in the 
assault and kidnapping trial 
of Winnie Mandela testified 
March 25 that police gave 
him electric shocks until he 
urinated to force him to link 
Mrs. Mandela to the abduc¬ 
tion and beating of four black 
youths. 

Four officers had earlier 
said John Morgan, 61, signed 
his statement freely and vol¬ 
untarily Feb. 23, 1989, and de¬ 
nied participating in assaults 
on him or having any knowl¬ 
edge of such assaults. 

“I started screaming and 
urinated,” Morgan said during 
cross-examination in the 
Rand Supreme Court, after 
alleging police cuffed him to 
a chair in a cell, told him he 
must implicate Mrs. Mandela 
in the crimes, and then 
shocked him on the legs. 

Morgan has said the con¬ 
tents of the statement, which 
link Mrs. Mandela to the 
crimes, were coerced by po¬ 
lice brutality and are untrue. 
The four officers denied his 
allegations under cross-exam¬ 
ination by chief prosecutor 
Jan Swanepoel. 

Morgan allegedly drove 
the vehicle in which the four 
black males were abducted to 
Mrs. Mandela’s home in the 
black township of Soweto 
Dec. 29, 1988. 

Mrs. Mandela, 56, Morgan 
and two other co-defendants 
are standing trial on four 
charges of kidnapping and 
four of assault. Two witnesses 
have testified that Mrs. Man- 
deka punched and whipped 
them and the two others were 


allegedly abducted during the 
evening of Dec. 29. 

Mrs. Mandela, wife of 
black leader Nelson Mandela, 
and the other defendants 
have pleaded not guilty. 

Swanepoel said he had 
new evidence that Mrs. Man¬ 
dela kidnapped another male 
and beat him in her home 
Nov. 13, 1988, after which he 
disappeared, and also kid¬ 
napped and beat two people 
Sept. 26, 1988, releasing them 
from her home the next day. 

Two witnesses, Kenneth 
Kgase and Barend Mono, 
have testified Mrs. Mandela 
punched and whipped them 
and two others, one a boy of 
14, at her home the evening 
of Dec. 29 after ordering their 
abduction from a Soweto 
Methodist Church hostel. 

Kgase and Mono said Mrs. 
Mandela kidnapped them be¬ 
cause she believed they had 
been having a homosexual 
relationship with the white 
hostel supervisor, minister 
Paul Verryn. 

The witnesses denied 
there had been any homosex¬ 
uality, while Methodist Bish¬ 
op Peter Storey has testified 
that Verryn was a man of the 
“highest integrity.” 

Mrs. Mandela’s advocate, 
George Bizos, has said she 
will deny being in her house 
at the time of the alleged as¬ 
saults and will say the males 
were brought to her home, 
not forced, to protect them 
from Verryn. 

One of the four, Gabriel 
Mekgwe, was apparently 
again abducted from the same 
hostel Feb. 10, during the 
opening days of the trial.

Nicaraguan President Vio- 
leta Chamorro’s 11-month-old 
administration has scrapped 
school sex education pro¬ 
grams, replacing birth-control 
and safe-sex education materi¬ 
als with textbooks based on 
biblical morality. 

And the government re¬ 
portedly has now begun a 
crackdown in Managua “to re¬ 
move homosexuals from the 
streets.” 

The move is part of Char- 
morro’s radical dismantling of 
virtually all the progressive 
reforms instituted during the 
10-year leadership of the 
Marxist Sandinista govern¬ 
ment led by Daniel Ortega. 

Using a $12.5 million grant 
from the U.S. Agency for In¬ 
ternational Development, 
Chamorro’s Minister of Edu¬ 
cation, Humberto Belli, or¬ 
dered the scrapping of the 
Sandinista-sanctioned sex ed¬ 
ucation texts last year. 

As the nation’s new school 
year got under way March 4, 
the education ministry began 
replacing the texts for the na¬ 
tion’s 860,000 students. 

With one of Latin Ameri¬ 
ca’s highest birth and teen-age 
pregnancy rates, and the 
growing prospect of an AIDS 
epidemic ravaging the coun¬ 
try, the embattled nation’s 
school children now will 


learn nothing about protect¬ 
ing themselves from HIV in¬ 
fection, nothing about the use 
of condoms, and nothing 
about birth control. 

For AIDS education, stu¬ 
dents will simply learn that 
“there is no absolutely certain 
protection against exposure to 
the AIDS virus except com¬ 
plete sexual abstinence” be¬ 
fore marriage and “absolute 
sexual fidelity” once married. 

Belli, a former professor of 
sociology at Franciscan Uni¬ 
versity in Steubenville, Ohio, 
makes no secret of his reli¬ 
gious agenda in the nation’s 
school system. 

“We are going to teach 
moral values in the schools,” 
he told the Miami Herald re¬ 
cently, sitting in his ministry 
office beneath a prominent 
wooden crucifix. 

Belli told the Herald that 
school texts depicting sexual 
organs as part of sex educa¬ 
tion classes had also been re¬ 
placed and that the govern¬ 
ment’s new books would 
teach that “sexual relations 
have to be reserved only for 
marriage.” 

Carlos Fernando Chamor¬ 
ro, publisher of the pro-San- 
dinista daily Barricada, has 
sharply criticized the govern¬ 
ment’s new sex education 
policies. 

Chamorro, who is not re¬ 
lated to the president, said, 


“What the government is do¬ 
ing is crazy. A quarter of the 
country’s women become 
pregnant before they are 
adults. The Sandinista poli¬ 
cies helped keep the country 
from suffering a serious out¬ 
break of AIDS, and all that 
has been destroyed by the 
new government. It’s like 
playing Russian roulette with 
the nation’s young people.” 

Rita Arauz, a lesbian 
AIDS activist formerly from 
San Francisco now living in 
Managua, was even sharper 
in her criticism of the 
Chamorro regime’s campaign. 
Arauz said the government 
has already begun a crack¬ 
down in Managua “to remove 
the homosexuals from the 
streets.” 

According to Arauz, the 
lesbians and gays in Managua 
had formed the capital city’s 
main AIDS education pro¬ 
gram that had been financial¬ 
ly supported by the Sandin- 
istas. 

Now, Arauz said, the 
Chamorro government is not 
only not helping lesbians and 
gays in their AIDS education 
efforts, they are actively try¬ 
ing to keep them from dis¬ 
tributing any information to 
Managua’s gay population. 

“If that isn’t tantamount to 
genocide,” Arauz said, “I don’t 
know what is. ▼

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Drug Ditiocarb Sodium Cuts 
Life-Threatening Infections

CHICAGO — The drug diti¬ 
ocarb sodium appears effec¬ 
tive in reducing the number 
of life-threatening infections 
in patients with the AIDS 
virus, researchers reported 
March 26. 

The drug significantly re¬ 
duced the number of infec¬ 
tions among 387 AIDS pa¬ 
tients in a 24-week study con¬ 
ducted at eight medical cen¬ 
ters around the country. 

The new treatment is not a 
cure for AIDS but appears to 
reduce the number of those 
infections, which is important 
for prolonging the lives of 
AIDS patients.

ties of the need to alter their 
administration of the state 
program. The new criteria be¬ 
came effective March 15. 

Sandra Hernandez, direc¬ 
tor of San Francisco’s AIDS 
Office, agreed that the letter 
from Sauseda was dated Feb. 
5, but she said she received 
the letter only at the end of 
the month — just a little more 
than two weeks before new 
eligibility screening had to be 
imposed. 

“There is no money in the 
program for administrative 
costs, and the amount of 
work for eligibility verifica¬ 
tion and payment collection 
has increased,” Hernandez 


and 196 received a useless 
substitute. 

Of the 31 patients who de¬ 
veloped infections during the 
study, only 10 of the infec¬ 
tions occurred among those 
receiving ditiocarb, compared 
to 21 in the other group, the 
researchers said. 

The number of deaths in 
the study was too small to 
reach any conclusions about 
whether the drug actually de¬ 
creased the death rate, the re¬ 
searchers said. 

Although some patients ex¬ 
perienced a metallic taste in 
their mouths, an upset stom¬ 
ach or nervousness, none of 
the side effects were consid¬ 
ered serious. 

“In summary, it appears di¬ 
tiocarb is both safe and effec¬ 
tive therapy for the preven¬ 
tions of disease progression in 


said. 

San Francisco General 
Hospital, where enrollees go 
to obtain their drugs, usually 
recertifies people for its subsi¬ 
dized services every three 
months. Now, people in this 
one program will have to ap¬ 
pear with pay stubs and tax 
forms in hand every month. 

Hernandez’s chief worry 
seems to be these bureaucrat¬ 
ic difficulties. 

“As more and more people 
need services, whether those 
with AIDS, ARC or just HIV 
positive, everybody has to 
pay their part or poor people 
will loose out. The govern¬ 
ment can’t do it all,” Hernan¬ 
dez said. 

Many people are afraid of 
notifying their insurance com¬ 
pany or employer of an 
AIDS-related condition for 


patients with HIV infection 
and can be safely adminis¬ 
tered in combination with 
other anti-AIDS agents,” 
wrote the researchers from 
the University of Arizona in 
Tucson who led the study. 

Scientists are unsure exact¬ 
ly how the drug may protect 
against infections, but it may 
boost the immune system’s 
function, said Dr. Evan 
Hersh, who led the study.

fear of termination, but Her¬ 
nandez did not consider this a 
major factor. 

“The community has 
fought hard for non-discrimi¬ 
nation clauses. The system is 
now constructed to guarantee 
non-discrimination,” she said. 

A major concern for Her¬ 
nandez is that insurance com¬ 
panies not be allowed “to get 
off free.” 

Those covered by insur¬ 
ance now must make sure 
that their companies pay. But 
as anyone familiar with pri¬ 
vate insurance knows, the 
problems encountered extend 
beyond AIDS discrimination. 
They may include such wider 
issues as omissions in cover¬ 
age, large co-payments by the 
policy-holder, and delayed re¬ 
imbursement. ▼

L.A. Supes OK Bleach Kits, Condoms 

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — The Board of Supervisors, in its most 
significant shift since a liberal majority assumed power, on 
March 26 approved the distribution by county health officials 
of bleach kits and condoms to fight the spread of AIDS. The 
3-2 vote followed strong objections by Supervisors Deane Dana 
and Mike Antonovich, who argued the “leftward step” gives 
“empowerment of the drug culture and emasculation of the 
‘Just Say No’ campaign that has been very effective.” But Glo¬ 
ria Molina, whose election last month ended the conservatives’ 
decade-long control of the board, said, “It is time for the county 
to wake up to its responsibility.” The board’s action came four 
years after the AIDS preventative measures were first pro¬ 
posed in the county and years after similar programs were es¬ 
tablished in New York and San Francisco.

AIDS Vaccine Clinical Trials 

Human clinical trials of a new AIDS vaccine will soon begin in 
NIAID’s AIDS Vaccine Clinical Trials Network. The vaccine, 
produced in mammalian cells, is a recombinant form of gpl20 
— a protein found on the envelope, or outer surface, of HIV. It 
was developed by the biotechnology firm Genentech Inc. of 
South San Francisco. The trial is a Phase I, placebo-controlled, 
randomized study of two different dosages of the vaccine. A total 
of 28 healthy HIV-negative volunteers will be enrolled in the 
study. First, by random assignment, 10 volunteers will receive 
100 micrograms of gpl20 vaccine and four volunteers a placebo 
vaccine. The vaccines will be administered by intramuscular in¬ 
jection at zero, four and 32 weeks. If the gpl20 vaccine appears 
to induce no clinical or laboratory abnormalities, another 10 vol¬ 
unteers will be randomly assigned to receive 300 micrograms 
of gpl20 vaccine and four volunteers a placebo vaccine at zero, 
four and 32 weeks. The study will be conducted at two sites, each 
of which will enroll equal numbers of volunteers receiving gpl20 
or placebo vaccine. Each volunteer will be followed for 52 weeks. 
NIAID’s clinical trial of Genentech’s gpl20 vaccine will be car¬ 
ried out at two of the five AIDS Vaccine Evaluation Units in the 
AVCTN. Volunteers must be healthy HIV-negative men or 
women ages 18 to 60 who are not at high risk for acquiring HIV 
infection.

$3 Million in AmFAR Grants 

The American Foundation for AIDS Research has made grants 
totaling more than $3 million to 48 research teams and centers 
that are working to solve the AIDS crisis. These awards repre¬ 
sent the largest single funding cycle in AmFAR’s seven-year hi¬ 
story. Included is a grant of $25,000 to East Bay AIDS Center 
at Alta Bates-Herrick Hospital, Berkeley. 

Mayors Fund AIDS Projects 

The United States Conference of Mayors has announced that 
federal funds totaling $892,000 are being provided to 19 
community-based organizations for HIV/AIDS education and in¬ 
formation projects aimed at hard-to-reach populations in their 
cities. The projects announced this ninth round of AIDS 
grants will target racial/ethnic minorities and hard-to-reach 
populations such as African Americans, Hispanics, gays and 
bisexuals, people with HIV infection, people with AIDS, 
substance abusers, and out-of-school youth, among others. Since 
1985, more than $4 million for HIV/AIDS efforts have been 
distributed by the Conference of Mayors to 135 separate com¬ 
munity organizations. Funding for these grants is provided by 
the federal Centers for Disease Control, Center for Prevention 
Services. Included in the grants are: $50,000 to AIDS Project of 
the East Bay in Oakland; and $46,349 to Health Education and 
Training Center in San Jose.

Carson's Warning

r. Paul Carson, a 
credulous researcher 
at the University of 
Nebraska, has made 
headlines with his histrionic 
letter to The Lancet, one of 
the “top three” medical jour¬ 
nals. 

When an HIVer told him 
that he must have contracted 
the virus by fag-bashing, Car- 
son was so taken in that he 
felt compelled to warn the 
world about the non-existent 
danger of such “casual” con¬ 
tact. 

Carson, the sly homo¬ 
phobe, claims that he hopes 
such a warning will frighten 
and therefore deter future 
fag-bashers. Perhaps he really 
believes this. Those of us tru¬ 
ly familiar with closet-cases — 
which Dr. Carson obviously is 
not — know that a frightened 
homophobe is a dangerous 
one. 

Thanks to Carson’s alert, 
fag-bashers (for who else will be 
protected by such a “warning”?) 
will now know to wear rub¬ 
ber gloves when beating 
HIVers, or shoot us down 
from a distance. Thanks, doc! 

In the bigger picture, Car¬ 
son’s letter is a piece of the 
general offensive to revive the 
fear of casual transmission of 
HIV, a bogeyman knocked 
down (but not out, it seems) a 
couple of years ago with the 
defeat of the quarantine initia¬ 
tives. 

When bizarre cases like 
this one and the Kimberly 
Bergalis affair get airplay, 
they support the drive to 
“out” HIVers, restrict our 
rights, and ultimately grind 
us down to second-class citi¬ 
zenship due to the presumed 
risk we pose to society (e.g., 
fag-bashers). 

To add insult to injury, 
Carson’s warning is based on 
one of the uglier mainstays of 
both traditional psychiatry 
and mainstream journalism: 
that a closet-case’s denial of 
his obvious homosexuality 
must always be taken at face 
value, even when — especially 
when? — such denials are 
clearly false. 

Honor Thy Closet 

I am endlessly amused and 
amazed at the mainstream 
media’s ability to deny homo¬ 
sexuality. When U.S. Rep. 
Robert Bauman of Georgia 
was first caught having queer 
sex — in the congressional 
cloakroom, if I recall correctly 
— he simply appeared on TV 
with his wife and denied it 
all. He was caught again a 
few years later when an un¬ 
fortunate fire in a sleazy D.C 


movie theater flushed several 
high-ranking closet-cases into 
the streets. His third exposure 
made headlines only because 
this reactionary Republican 
congressman’s partner was an 
under-age person of color. 

This third slip was so pub¬ 
lic that Bauman had to ap¬ 
pear on TV again (as before, 
accompanied by his silent, 
stony-faced wife — what must 
she have been feeling?) and 
cop a plea. It’s not that I’m 
gay, he said, I’m only alco¬ 
holic, and sometimes lose con¬ 
trol. Astonishingly, this ex¬ 
cuse was accepted by the me¬ 
dia, if not by his constituents. 

After this flap he finally 
failed to get re-elected, by a 
narrow margin (if only the 
jail-bait had been Anglo he 
might have weathered the 
storm). 

Once politics was closed to 
him, he at last came out and 
is now profitably working the 
gay Republican lecture cir¬ 
cuit. There are several morals 
in this story, but among other 
things it nicely illustrates the 
media’s commitment to the 
closet. 

Blind Faith 

It takes this kind of blind 
faith to believe the story Car- 
son retells in his warning. 
The HIVer swore up and 
down that he was straight, 
and never had gay sex. Part 
of his “proof’ was that his 
wife was HIV negative. He 
claimed not to have had any 
sex since he became impotent 
10 years ago (which, inciden¬ 
tally, cancels out the previous 
“proof’ of his wife’s negative 
status), but because he “fre¬ 
quently” beat queers bloody, 
he’s sure he got the virus 
through cuts on his fists. 

To anyone not previously 
committed to defending the 
closet, this story is tanta¬ 
mount to a confession that its 
teller is a closet-case who cov¬ 
ers his secret homosexuality 
with fag-bashing. I don’t 
doubt that he was “impotent” 
for 10 years — at least with his 
wife. He’s probably so gay 
that it was never easy for him 
to get it up with women, 
though he may have been 
able to fake it occasionally 
when he was younger. 

It’s also possible that he 
was too worn out from suck¬ 
ing dick at truck stops by the 
time he got home. Of course, 
even if he really was “impo¬ 
tent” and couldn’t get a hard- 
on with anyone, he could still 
get fucked, the most likely 
route of HIV infection. 

The closet-case admits that 
he “frequently” beat up gays. 
Hey, Dr. Carson, how did he 


know where to go to find 
gays and beat them up? If 
he’s really so afraid of and 
disgusted by queers, where 
did he acquire the knowledge 
about where we hang out? 
And why, if he was so 
straight, was he so angry and 
violent toward gays? 

Karmic Balance? 

Closet-case/homophobes 
project their homosexuality, 
and their anger about their 
own homosexuality, onto oth¬ 
ers. This guy most likely got 
fucked regularly, and after¬ 
ward, in a guilt-fueled rage, 
went back to beat up his erst¬ 
while partners. 

Finally, in a bizarre but 
strangely appropriate surge of 
victim-blame, he declares that 
he was infected by the people 
he beat up, rather than by the 
men he invited to fuck him. 

Carson likes the story, and 
it was probably picked up by 
the media, because of its 
“what goes around comes 
around” moral. There is a cer¬ 
tain karmic balance in think¬ 
ing that a queer-basher caught 
AIDS from his own brutal be¬ 
havior. This hook is supposed 
to lure liberals away from the 
scientific truth — we’re sup¬ 
posed to be so attracted by 
the opportunity to wag our 
fingers at bashers that we 
overlook the obvious flaws in 
the story. 

The chances that the sub¬ 
ject of Carson’s warning got 
HIV from beating queers are 
vanishingly small. No one has 
ever acquired HIV this way. 
There are a few cases of 
health-care workers who got 
HIV after infected blood was 
splashed directly on their un¬ 
protected eyes (fellow HIVers, 
if the local goons are doing an 
LA-cop routine on your head 
— spit toward their eyes!). But 
a few cuts on the skin just 
can’t provide direct enough 
contact to the bloodstream to 
allow HIV transmission, even 
if there are “large amounts of 
blood” flying around. 

In contrast, the chances 
that a self-confessed fag-bash¬ 
er — particularly one who’s 
tested HIV positive — is also a 
closet-case are pretty good. 

Violent Delusions 

The fag-basher of Carson’s 
warning believed — apparent¬ 
ly accurately — that confessing 
to random terrorist violence 
was less damning than ac¬ 
knowledging he took it up the 
butt. He’s still a “guilty vic¬ 
tim” of AIDS, but at least he’s 
not queer! 

Thus is truth manufac¬ 
tured. A deranged, fag-bash-

call the Governor’s Office at 
586-0034 right now to stop 
Senate Bill 1811.” 

But the bill enjoyed 
widespread mainstream insti¬ 
tutional support, garnering 
endorsements from the 
Hawaii Council of Churches, 
the Catholic Diocese of Hon¬ 
olulu, the Episcopal Diocese 
of Hawaii, the Hawaii Civil 
Rights Commission, the Gov¬ 


ernor’s Committee on AIDS, 
the state Department of 
Health, the Hawaii State 
Teachers Association and the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union. 

Since the Vatican’s 1987 
crackdown on gay-supportive 
priests and bishops, it has 
been all-but-unheard-of for a 
Catholic bishop to speak out 


in favor of gay rights. 

In signing the law, Waihee 
told reporters, “I give a great 
deal of deference to legisla¬ 
tive policy-making powers. 
The bill is technically sound 
and so I am signing it. We 
feel this is something Hawaii 
needs.” 

“The rights of a religious 
organization to carry out its 
religious principles are un¬ 
changed by this amendment,” 
Waihee added. 

Among the bill’s vocal sup¬ 
porters was Democratic Rep. 
Jim Shon, who described gay 
rights as “in the spirit of 
Hawaii, the spirit of toler¬ 


ance.” 

This law offers everyone a 
“level playing field in the 
work place,” he said. 

Opponent Rep. Gene 
Ward, a Republican, charged 
that the bill undermined the 
Legislature’s “moral authori¬ 
ty. ... We are protecting a be¬ 
havior that not everyone 
agrees with,” he said. 

Ward added that many 
businesses opposed the mea¬ 
sure not out of homophobia, 
but “litigiousnessphobia,” de¬ 
scribing it as an unwarranted 
intrusion into private indus¬ 
try. 

The Honolulu Advertiser 


endorsed the bill, saying it 
brings Hawaii “a step closer 
to the ideal of a society where 
the civil rights and privacy of 
all are protected.” 

Massachusetts and Wiscon¬ 
sin have gay-rights laws that 
offer not only employment 
protections, but also housing 
and public-accommodations 
safeguards. 

Lawmakers in California, 
Connecticut and Maine are 
considering such legislation 
this year. 

Honolulu activists say they

rated officer in the incident. 

Eisenberg had also filed a 
Feb. 13 motion with the com¬ 
mission, requesting the 
charges that Cairns struck 
Wilcox be returned to the 
OCC. 

Wilcox was out of state 
during the hearings. 

“I can’t say I blame him. I 
doubt if he will show up,” 
Eisenberg said before the 
charges were dropped. “Capt. 
Cairns didn’t have anything 
to do with Wilcox.” 

Although the charges in¬ 
volving Wilcox were dis¬ 
missed, complainant Michael 
Barnette testified that Cairns 
struck him in the face with 
his baton while he was stand¬ 
ing by the newspaper racks in 
front of the Bank of America 
building on Castro and 17th. 

“Isn’t it a fact that on Oct. 
6, 1989, you were standing on 
a newspaper box and that, af¬ 
ter the crowd moved toward 
you, you fell off the newspa¬ 
per box, hit the ground, and 
that’s how you injured your 
head?” Eisenberg asked. 

“That’s not true,” Barnette 
said. 

“Isn’t it a fact that you suf¬ 
fered two blows to your head 
— one when you hit a newspa¬ 
per box and one when your 
face hit the ground?” Eisen¬ 
berg said. 

“That’s not true,” Barnette 
said. 

Eisenberg then produced a 
videotape previously entered 
into evidence before the com¬ 
mission and asked Barnette 
whether he was one of the in¬ 
dividuals standing on the 
newspaper boxes. 

“Mr. Barnette, isn’t it true 
that you were standing on 
that newspaper box — that 
picture shows you — and a 
couple minutes later you fell 
off that newspaper box and 
injured your eye and that you 
are here today misstating 
your testimony about Capt. 
Cairns?” Eisenberg said. 

“That’s not true,” Barnette 
said. 

Barnette testified that be¬ 
fore he was struck, Cairns 
made his way down the line 
of people gathered in the area 
and struck “four or five or six 
people,” who had their hands 
extended, with his baton. 

Barnette said that he 
turned around to find a place 
to run to during the evening 
incident and that when he 
turned back around, he saw 
Cairns’ eyes and baton. 

“I know it was him. I saw 
his helmet number before he 
hit me,” Barnette told the 
commission. 

Barnette testified that he 
was struck in the temple by a 
vertical blow from Cairns’ ba¬ 
ton. 

“I saw the baton raised 
above his head. It came down 
and hit me on the head.” 

San Francisco Medical Ex¬ 
aminer and Coroner Boyd 


Stevens, M.D., testified for 
the defense that the injuries 
Barnette received to his left 
eyebrow were “not typical of 
baton injuries.” 

“In all the baton injuries 
I’ve ever seen, including ones 
to the face, I’ve never seen 
one like this,” Stevens said. 

Stevens acknowledged that 
he “couldn’t rule a baton in¬ 
jury out,” particularly if the 
baton strike was horizontal. 

An eyewitness to the inci¬ 
dent testified that he saw 
Cairns strike Barnette. 

“He was struck on his tem¬ 
ple. I saw him get hit. I saw 
him go down,” Cornelius Con¬ 
voy told the commission. “I 
saw the man had been hit. I 
saw blood coming out of his 
head.” 

Convoy said that he ob¬ 
served the incident just before 
he was struck on the shoulder 
and “forced down.” 

“At the moment of the 
strike, I knew it was his face, 
which I’ll never forget. I saw 
the club hit his face. I heard 
the sound of the club strike 
his face. That’s not a sound 
you can forget,” said Convoy. 

David Lara also alleges 
that he saw Cairns strike Bar¬ 
nette and that although he 
“didn’t know exactly where 
the blow landed,” Barnette 
became tangled in the chains 
of a newspaper rack, fell over, 
and the newspaper box fell 
on top of him. 

Lara said that he then saw 
“at least one” officer step on 
the boxes to get over them 
and to the crowd. 

A polygraph test entered 
into evidence by Eisenberg 
said that Cairns’ denial that 
he hit Barnette indicated that 
the response “was indicative 
of truthful answers.” 

In a statement to the poly¬ 
graph examiner, Cairns stated 
that after he struck protester 
Bryndis Tobin and arrested 
her, he went up Castro 
Street and saw Barnette on 
the ground, bleeding from the 
eye. 

Officer John Monroe, an 
undercover narcotics officer, 
testified under subpoena that 


he saw Barnette fall off the 
newspaper stand and that 
Cairns was on the other side 
of Castro Street when Bar¬ 
nette fell. 

“It was not until after he 
hit the ground, after he rolled 
over, that I could see him 
bleeding,” said Monroe. 

Monroe said that he went 
into the inner Muni station 
plaza to call for an ambu¬ 
lance, but someone had al¬ 
ready called 911. When he re¬ 
turned to the scene, Cairns 
was by Barnette and “ap¬ 
peared to be making space 
for an ambulance.” 

Police Commissioner 
Gwenn Craig asked Monroe if 
he would be surprised that 
the commission had not been 
informed that undercover of¬ 
ficers were assigned to the 
demonstration. 

‘‘Yes, I would be sur¬ 
prised,” Monroe said. He tes¬ 
tified that he was one of two 
undercover narcotics officers 
assigned to the demonstration 
as part of the Special Opera¬ 
tions Bureau Task Force. 

In 1989, former Police 
Chief Frank Jordan informed 
Commissioner Gwenn Craig 
that 16 officers from the 
SOBTF had been assigned to 
the demonstration. 

A staffing roster appendix 
attached to Jordan’s written 
response fails to indicate 
that any of the 16 assigned 
SOBTF officers were under¬ 
cover. 

As he was leaving the 
hearing at the conclusion of 
his testimony, Monroe was 
handed a subpoena by Rachel 
Lederman, an attorney who is 
suing the City and County of 
San Francisco on behalf of 
some demonstrators injured 
during the melee. 

Monroe also faces disci¬ 
plinary hearings before the 
commission, as the Office of 
Citizen Complaints has 
charged him with lying in his 
testimony to investigators. 

Cairns took the stand as 
the last witness of the day. He 
stated that motorcycle officers 
were making arrests and that 
he went over by the motorcy¬ 


cles because demonstrators 
were pulling wires. Cairns 
said that an officer was hit 
and that he went to assist af¬ 
ter the officer and the arrest¬ 
ed protester went down. 

Cairns has acknowledged 
“tapping” complainant J.D. 
Taylor on the hand and back¬ 
pack with a baton and push¬ 
ing her out of the way. The 
defense alleges that Taylor 
was in the street after a dis¬ 
persal order was given and 
that while Cairns was making 
his way to assist the officer 
she placed her hand in her 
left pocket. 

Eisenberg earlier defended 
Cairns’ action, which he said 
were “according to the book” 
because officers are trained to 
instantly react in situations 
in which the person may be 
reaching for a weapon. 

In previous testimony, 
Cairns has also acknowledged

striking Bryndis Tobin. 

Tobin, according to Eisen¬ 
berg, was hitting at Cairns. 

However, Tobin testified 
that she was standing with her 
“toes lined up to the curb” 
and was struck on the hand 
by Cairns when the crowd be¬ 
hind her surged forward and 
her hands were thrust out 
over the police line. 

“After he hit Michael Bar¬ 
nette, he pointed me out and 
arrested me,” Tobin said. 

She testified that she had 
asked why she was arrested 
and wasn’t told, only later 
learning that she was charged 
with battery on Cairns. 

Those charges were 
dropped. 

Tobin said that she still 
suffers a great deal of pain in 
her injured hand. 

The hearing resumes April 
10 at 4 p.m. ▼

Assault Charges Filed 
In East Bay Stabbing

The Contra Costa County 
District Attorney’s Office has 
charged a young University 
of California-Berkeley student 
in connection with the Dec. 
13, 1990, stabbing of a San 
Francisco man with whom he 
reportedly had been regularly 
having sex. 

In January the Bay Area 
Reporter disclosed the 
bizarre case that authorities 
then were calling a “soap 
opera” assault case involving 
Francisco Llosa, 19, a UC- 
Berkeley sophomore, Air 
Force ROTC cadet and Pi 
Lambda Phi fraternity mem¬ 
ber who had been arrested af¬ 
ter the repeated, multiple 
stabbing of San Francisco res¬ 
ident Guillermo “Gino” 
Dominguez, 27. 

Because of the complex na¬ 
ture of the case and conflict¬ 
ing statements made to au¬ 
thorities handling the case, it 
wasn’t until March 20 that 
Deputy District Attorney Dan 
O’Malley was able to formally 
charge Llosa with a single 
count of assault with a deadly 
weapon. 

According to O’Malley and 
records filed in the case, 
Dominguez and Llosa origi¬ 
nally met in Lima, Peru, four 
years ago and have had a sex¬ 
ual relationship since that 
time, even after Dominguez 
married Llosa’s sister three 
years ago. 

The two men reportedly 
regularly met at a motel in 
the East Bay for sex until the 
Dec. 14 assault. 

According to statements 
given to police, Llosa claims 
he had decided to break off 
the relationship with 
Dominguez. 

When Dominguez refused 
to end the affair and threat¬ 
ened to expose Llosa’s sexual 
relationship with him to Air 


Force officials, the UC stu¬ 
dent allegedly decided to kill 
Dominguez. 

On the night of Dec. 13 
Llosa told police he drove 
Dominguez to the Berkeley 
Hills near Moraga and began 
stabbing him. 

Dominguez fled and col¬ 
lapsed, either unconscious or 
pretending to be dead. Llosa 
followed him and began stab-

bing him again, leaving near¬ 
ly two dozen wounds. 

Llosa told authorities he 
then poured gasoline over 
him to burn the body when 
Dominguez began pleading 
for his life. 

Llosa said Dominguez also 
told him he had written to 
friends naming the young 
man as a suspect in the event 
of his sudden death. 

Frightened, Llosa drove 
Dominguez to Berkeley and 
dropped him off about a 
block from Alta Bates Hospi¬ 


tal, where Dominguez was 
treated, and then drove off. 
According to a statement 
made by Dr. James Yee, the 
hospital physician who treat¬ 
ed Dominguez, the man’s 
wounds were all shallow, 
leaving Yee uncertain 
whether the attack was a seri¬ 
ous attempt at murder. 

Earlier this year O’Malley 
told the Bay Area Reporter 
that he was uncertain what 
charges to file against Llosa. 

“One could be assault with 
a deadly weapon; one could 
be torture. But one might also 
be kidnapping or false impris¬ 
onment. And you could argue 
that it’s an attempted mur¬ 
der.” 

O’Malley also said 
Dominguez had been ambiva¬ 
lent about pressing charges in 
the case. Shortly after Llosa 
was arrested on Dec. 14, 
Dominguez told authorities 
he didn’t want Llosa charged 
at all, but that he should pay 
for Dominguez’s hospital ex¬ 
penses and lost wages result¬ 
ing from the assault. 

According to O’Malley, 
Llosa claimed he was being 
blackmailed by Dominguez 
with the threat of exposure if 
Llosa didn’t continue to have 
sex with him and possibly 
give him money as well. 

“The defense would be,” 
O’Malley said, “from the 
young man Llosa, that this 
guy (Dominguez) was extort¬ 
ing either love or money from 
him which caused him (Llosa) 
to be in such duress that he 
committed this crime, mean¬ 
ing that they were lovers ... 
and Dominguez was extorting 
him.” 

The duress defense, O’Mal¬ 
ley said, involves breaking 
the law while in imminent 
physical danger. 

Llosa is scheduled to be ar¬ 
raigned in Municipal Court in 
Walnut Creek on April 23. ▼

al and other support for peo¬ 
ple with AIDS and ARC 

Volunteers will be part of 
two-person crews that help 
Ellipse deliver five dinners a 
week to clients. 

The group at present sup¬ 
plies 15—20 clients per week 
through the program, which 
began last November. 

Marilyn Picariello, El¬ 
lipse’s Practical Support Ser¬ 
vices Coordinator, notes that 
there now are about 250 peo¬ 
ple in San Mateo with AIDS 
plus many more with ARC or 
less serious HIV infections, so 
the potential for expansion is 
great. 

Ellipse recently received a 
$30,000 grant from the North¬ 
ern California Grantmakers 
Association to fund the pro¬ 
gram’s first year. 

“We have the money and 
want to spend it. We need to 
get the word out so that peo¬ 
ple can take advantage of this 


service at no cost to them,” 
said Picariello. 

The dinners are produced 
and picked up for delivery ei¬ 
ther at San Mateo County 
General Hospital in San Ma¬ 
teo or at Seton Hospital in 
Daly City. 

Discussions are continuing 
with several other hospitals in 
order to increase the pro¬ 
gram’s territory. 

Asked about the desirabil¬ 
ity of providing independent 
clients “hospital food,” which 
generally is not held in high 
esteem, Picariello said, “The 
hospitals know how to pro¬ 
vide nutritious meals that in¬ 
clude a salad, protein, carbo¬ 
hydrate and vegetable. The 
clients have really loved the 
meals.” 

The hospitals are already 
experienced in supplying out¬ 
side meals to invalids as part 
of the regular Meals on 
Wheels effort.

servers are complaining that 
Abbott is not pushing the 
drug hard enough. 

“Despite the fact that Ab¬ 
bott has made a fortune from 
HIV blood tests, the company 
is refusing to take risks by in¬ 
vesting in AIDS treatments. 
This failure to develop HIVIG 
because of fears for'its prof¬ 
itability represents social irre¬ 
sponsibility in the extreme,” 
said Jim Driscoll, president of 
the PATH Project. 

Abbott did sponsor an ini¬ 
tial safety test for HIVIG, 
which was conducted by Dr. 
Frank Rhame of the Universi¬ 
ty of Minnesota. 

Rhame commented that in 
his small test of 12 individu¬ 
als, “HIVIG didn’t do any¬ 
thing terribly awful or terri¬ 
bly wonderful.” 

During the four-month tri¬ 
al, the group did fare a little 
better than normal. Rhame, 
however, did not think he 
could make any claims for 
HIVIG on the basis of the re¬ 
stricted amount of data he 
collected. (After the trial was 
over, the 12 enrollees, all but 
one of whom had very ad¬ 
vanced immune system dete¬ 
rioration, were taken off 
HIVIG. They all returned to

Rhame concluded, “HIVIG 
seemed quite safe and might 
be of benefit. The evidence 
was quite positive that further 
controlled trials should be 
carried out and HIVIG thor¬ 
oughly investigated.” 

Abbott has made arrange¬ 
ments through the federal 
government’s AIDS Clinical 
Trial Group to test HIVIG 
further in the Children’s Hos¬ 
pital of New Jersey, located in 
Newark. 

The tests will be run on 
babies less than three months 
old because of the “dearness 
of the material,” according to 
Rhame. Rhame was referring 
to the fact that much less of 
the expensive HIVIG would 
be needed to treat infants. 

Critics question whether 
data from newborn babies 
would be applicable to adults. 
Barry Freehill of ACT 
UP/Golden Gate has been 
working with the Community 
Consortium network of local 
AIDS providers to develop a 
plan to try HIVIG out in 
adults similar to the Rhame’s 
volunteers. But Abbott has re¬ 
fused to back the test. 

According to Abbott 
spokesman Chuck Weber, 
“There’s no reasonable expec¬ 
tation of benefit in these peo¬ 
ple. Their immune systems 
are so weak that even if 
HIVIG blocked the HIV, peo-

R adio station KNBR 
continues to broad¬ 
cast the syndicated 
Rush Limbaugh Pro¬ 
gram, and we continue to be 
defamed. Here’s a sampling 
of Rush’s statements about 
homosexuals since we last 
checked in: 

On Dec. 14, a caller said, 
“A number of years ago, the 
university (Johns Hopkins) 
caved in to the militant orga¬ 
nized sodomites and decided 
to add homosexuality onto 
their notice of non-discrimina¬ 
tion. ... I think personally that 
the movement is ridiculous.” 
Limbaugh: “I don’t think they 
deserve minority status along 
the lines of racial minorities 
and ethnic minorities.” Caller: 
“No, because it’s an activity.” 
Limbaugh: “Well, it is an ac¬ 
tivity and so forth.” 

On Jan. 15, a caller said, 
“(Gay soldiers in the Middle 
East) have to hide their true 
identity.” Guest host Con¬ 
gressman Robert Dornan: 
“It’s probably less than 1 per¬ 
cent ... and as long as they 
stay in the closet, they stay in 
uniform.” Caller: “I was will¬ 
ing to go to the Gulf, but they 
wouldn’t take a man whose 
life partner for 11 years is the 
same sex.” Dornan: “Are you 
still with him?” Caller: “Ab¬ 
solutely.” Dornan: “So unusu¬ 
al, that’s probably less than 1 
percent of all male homosex¬ 
uals.” Caller “You know, you 
don’t know that, you really 
don’t.” Dornan: “Sure we do, 
look at how many people go 
in and out of the revolving 
doors at the Mineshaft and 
the Anvil and all the other 
hot-tub baths around the 
country that have been 
spreading AIDS.” Caller: 
“That’s been closed for 11 
years. ...” Dornan: “Ahhh, 
the gentleman’s time is up.” 

On Feb. 4, Limbaugh said, 
“I keep thinking I’ve heard it 
all ■ from this bunch. I keep 
thinking there’s nothing more 
these people can do to shock 
me. And every day I’m 
proven wrong. We’re going 


to talk about the gay commu¬ 
nity (pronounced with dis¬ 
gust). One of the city supervi¬ 
sors, Harry Britt, will intro¬ 
duce a resolution, which will 
protect gays, lesbians, bisexu¬ 
als, transsexuals and 
transvestites against discrim¬ 
ination. Now, I think there 
are other sexual minorities 
that have not been mentioned 
here, like child molesters and 
necrophiliacs. I think they 
need to be mentioned and 
protected here, too.” 

The Rush Limbaugh

J ulio Bocca is the 24-year- 
old Argentine firecrack¬

Bocca is cur¬ 
rently scheduled to dance the 
role of Franz in ABT’s new 
production of Coppelia on 
Saturday, March 28, at 8 p.m. 
at the War Memorial Opera 
House. 

Other ABT dancers of par¬ 
ticular note include former 
San Francisco Ballet principal 
Ricardo Bustamante (expect 
smoldering sensuality in his 
performance as Solor in the 
full-length La Bayadere on 


Saturday, April 6); former 
Paris Opera Ballet etoile 
Sylvie Guillem (who makes 
her San Francisco debut at 
Nikiya in Bayadere on Fri¬ 
day, April 5); and principals 
Cheryl Yeager and Wes 
Chapman (who will be fea¬ 
tured in the companv’s April 
2 AIDS benefit performance 
of Twyla Tharp’s dazzling, 
contemporary Brief Fling). 

The entire April 2 benefit 
is, in fact, one of the high¬ 
lights of the ABT’s two-week 
San Francisco engagement. 
Presented by the Bay Area 
Reporter, in association with 
KRON-TV and KCBS Radio, 
the evening’s sponsors hope 
to raise between $80,000 and 
$100,000 for six Bay Area 
AIDS organizations.

The benefit program also 
includes the much-anticipated 
revival of Agnes de Mille’s 
Fall River Legend (originally 
choreographed in 1948 and 
last presented by ABT in 
1980). Fall River tells the 
true story of Lizzie Borden, a 
woman who was accused of

Roxxie edits a magazine 
for the athletic lesbian called 
Girljock. When she’s not 
working on that, she’s on the 
soccer field or conjuring up a 
cartoon about the Imaginary 
Perfect Lesbian Girlfriend. 

She describes her cartoons 
as “serious but amusing.” 
Roxxie’s concerned that “total 
bulldykes get a really bad rap 
in lesbian life,” so her car¬ 
toon, The Attack of the 50- 
Foot Bulldyke, appeals to 
those women who might actu¬ 
ally welcome the incredible 
potential of such a creature. 

A Sick Love 

Lesbian Wear Weekly is a

TRES GAY BIENNIAL: 
Nearly a third of the 30 
films in the 1991 Whitney 
Biennial at New York’s 
Whitney Museum are the 
work of lesbian or gay film¬ 
makers. Honored this year 
are: Peggy Ahwesh, for 
The Dead Man; Gregg Ara¬ 
ki, Long Weekend (O’De- 
spair); Charles Atlas, Be¬ 
cause We Must; Su 
Friedrich, Sink or Swim; 
Tom Kalin, They Are Lost 
to Vision Altogether; Jenny 
Livingston, Paris is Burn¬ 
ing; Marlon Riggs, Tongues 
Untied; Yvonne Rainer, 
Privilege; and the B.A.R.’s 
Warren Sonbert, Friendly 
Witness. 

JENNY'S TRIUMPH: 

Livingston’s Paris is Burn¬ 
ing, which wowed audi¬ 
ences at last year’s gay film 
fest here, has been racking 
up the accolades from here 
to Berlin. Last week, Vin¬ 
cent Canby wrote a compli¬ 
mentary if somewhat addled 
New York Times review 
of Paris is Burning, which 
documents the lives of 
some of the people behind 
the gay dance phenomenon 
of voguing. The film has 
bookings around the world 
and its international rights 
have been sold to a distribu¬ 
tor but, amazingly, has no 
domestic distribution deal. 
This for a work that has 
won the LA Film Critics 
Award for best documen¬ 
tary, was a co-winner at the 
Sundance Festival in the 
same category and now is 
being recognized by the 
Whitney. 

Livingston told the 
Times last week, “It’s un¬ 
fortunate that we still per¬ 
ceive ‘gay stories’ and ‘black 
stories’ as different.” Per¬ 
haps the successful run in 
the Big Apple will wake the 
distributors up. New York 
audiences already have. The 
film’s two-week booking at 
the Film Forum has been 
extended indefinitely. 

SEX, DEATH AND 
DRIVING: Araki, mean¬ 
while, is putting the finish¬ 
ing touches on his latest, 

The Living End, which he 
describes as “an irresponsi¬ 
ble movie about sex, death 
and driving.” The film’s pro¬ 
ducers are Marcus Hu and 
Jon Gerrans of Strand Re¬ 
leasing, which released the 
highly homoerotic Natural 
History of Parking Lots 
(don’t miss this on video or 
if it returns to the theatres). 
Hu, less elliptical than Ara¬ 
ki, gave OUT THERE a 
few more details about The 


Living End, which stars, he 
says “two very handsome” 
guys named Mike Dytri and 
Craig Gilmore. 

“The Living End is a 
road picture about two guys 
who are HIV positive,” 

Hu told us. “It 
has a lot of sex in it.” he 
adds. The film gets its 
world premiere at the SF 
Gay Film Fest in June.

Out, narrated by station an¬ 
chor Suzanne Shaw, began

with an interview with Mary 
Griffith, whose son Bobby 
killed himself after being un¬ 
able to deal with being gay. 
Interviews with the gay and 
lesbian support groups of 
Lavender Youth Recreation 
and Information Center fol¬ 
lowed. After those came the 
stories of Miguel Gutierrez 
and Toby Eastman, two 
members of Queer Nation. 

“The response was ex¬ 
tremely gratifying,” Swartz 
said. “And the highlight of it 
was to be able to help some 
people who needed it.” 

Swartz said that KRON 
hired an operator to handle 
calls about the show. The op¬ 
erator worked until 10:45 p.m. 

Many Pleased With Show 

“I’m calling to congratulate 
and thank you for airing 
Growing Up and Coming 
Out,” said one caller. “I 
thought it was a wonderful 
show. It really is gratifying to 
see KRON doing such a great 
job of depicting the communi¬ 
ty it serves. It’s a really im¬ 


portant piece of work, and 
you probably have saved a 
number of lives just with this 
very broadcast.” 

“I thought Growing Up 
was really great. It was really 
a beautiful show,” said anoth¬ 
er. “It was honest, it was real¬ 
ly self-affirming for young 
people who are gay, and I feel 
that programs like this can ac¬ 
tually save people’s lives.” 

“I just really want to con¬ 
gratulate you on the pro¬ 
gram,” said one lesbian who 
described herself as a long¬ 
time Bay Area resident. “It 
was beautifully done, no sen¬ 
sationalizing. It was very 
real.” 

“I want to congratulate you 
on the show,” said a male 
caller, in tears as he spoke. “It 
reminded me of my own 
youth, and as you can tell I 
am crying. But I also laughed, 
and I also feel sorry for the 
person who killed himself.” 

High Ratings 

Growing Up and Coming 
Out won its time period with 
an 11 rating and a 19 share. 

Each rating point repre¬ 
sents 22,000 households, and 
share is the percentage of 
televisions in use during a 
particular time period. 

By comparison the CBS 
Saturday Night Movie, the 
Willie Nelson vehicle Where 
the Hell’s That Gold?, had a 
6.2 rating and an 11 share and 
KGO’s Young Riders pulled 
a 5.5 rating/10 share. Fox Net¬ 
work’s two shows during the 
time period, Totally Hidden 
Video (5.8 rating/10 share) and 
Yearbook (4.2 rating/7 share), 
were both considerably lower. 

The show was not without 
its critics. One woman found 
the show “ridiculous” and 
“hideous,” and faulted KRON 
for depicting a group that 
“makes up only 10 percent” of 
their audience. 

“I think Suzanne Shaw 
should be ashamed of herself 
for putting herself into that 
position,” the woman said. 
“I’ve always liked her, but I 
will never look at her again.” 

The woman also said that 
KRON should put on another 
program “to show that there 
are straight people in San 
Francisco.” 

But far in the majority 
were the positive calls — and 
those of people in need of 
help. Swartz says the station’s 
operator directed a number of 
calls to LYRIC. Queer Nation 
and LYRIC also reported re¬ 
ceiving a number of calls 
from youths seeking help. 
KRON plans to re-broadcast 
Growing Up and Coming Out 
later this year. ▼

T he place to be on Os¬ 
car night — other than 
ringside LA — was the 
San Francisco Fash¬ 
ion Center for the 11th annual 
Academy Awards gala, bene¬ 
fiting four AIDS organiza¬ 
tions. 

The swirls of beauteous 
men enjoying the moment 
seemed a throwback to those 
pre-epidemic days of carefree 
fun and abandon. The night 
generated into relief for the 
troops back from the trenches, 
and sure enough there was 
chef Jeremiah Tower from 
Stars, scooping up fish tor¬ 
tillas — just like Kit Cornell 
and Bette Davis in aprons, 
toiling kitchenside in Stage 
Door Can teen — as clusters of 
expectant young men gath¬ 
ered ’round for nourishment 
and congenial buddying. 

Best food honors to Sol y 
Lunes tapas, while best table 
wine should be bestowed to 
Ca’ del Solo’s Malvasia Bian¬ 
ca. And the choice domestic 
champagne honors go to 
Roederer. Bounteous smiles 
and bon homie ensured the 
reign of gaiety. Postponed ’til 
the horn blew at midnight 
were the realities of care, 
protest and a fragile, ongoing 
optimism. 

As to the awards them¬ 
selves, there was a smattering 
of surprises, some welcome 
and some not. Glad that 
Joe Pesci and thus the hated- 
by-Hollywood New York 
GoodFellas scored one tro¬ 
phy. But the Academy seems 


insistent about deluging its ac¬ 
tor-directors (Costner, Atten¬ 
borough, Redford, Beatty) 
with directorial statuettes for 
consistently fledgling efforts— 
everyone save Orson Welles, 
the only debuting actor-direc¬ 
tor who actually deserved it. 
Doesn’t everyone in Holly¬ 
wood really know in their 


heart of hearts that Martin 
Scorcese is head and shoulders 
their best director — no ifs, 
ands or buts — and wouldn’t it 
be appropriate to so honor 
him, then? 

Kathy Bates of Misery 
proved a mild upset when the 
Academy voted her in. This

was a nod to the hearing and 
seeing impaired (easily able to 
register the overblown pyro- 
technices). Next year other 
unattractive actresses will 
keep their publicists busy 
spreading hardluck stories 
about being overlooked to en¬ 
sure nominations. The other 
jaw-dropper was Switzerland’s 
Journey of Hope as best for¬ 
eign film, decidedly disrupting 
the thought-to-be-a-shoo-in 
Cyrano. 

The biggest reaction — at 
the Fashion Center at least — 
followed the cutaway to 
Sophia Loren’s two boys, Ed¬ 
uardo and Carlo Jr. From the 
thunderous screams, one 
would have thought it was 
Earthquake replay time. 

Madonna was the biggest 
bust, with her flaccid Marilyn 
imitation. Why are people sat¬ 
isfied with second best when 
the real stuff is just a VHS 
rental away? 

As much as I like Dances, 
With Wolves, for the first time 
in memory I’d have been satis¬ 
fied with any of the nominated 
directors — Copolla, Frears, 
Schroeder and above all 
Scorcese. The Grifters and 
GoodFellas are too brutal, sar¬ 
donic and un-uplifting for Hol¬ 
lywood. Hence, nothing for 
Huston, Benning and Bracco — 
obviously superior choices to 
Bates or Goldberg. Even the 


costumes for the Grifters — 
the slinky mini-skirts and 
stiletto heels for the “heroines” 
— had more humor and imagi¬ 
nation than the rote reproduc¬ 
tions of Cyrano: if it’s obvi¬ 
ous, Tinseltown will subscribe. 

The show itself proffered 
entertainment at the expense 
of art. But only a Mike Ovitz 
or Don Simpson need apolo¬ 


gize. These power agents and 
producers ignite the action on 
the smog studio front and call 
the dancers to the wolves. But 
the Fashion Center’s Oscar 
gala — admittedly even at $100 
a throw — made one forgive 
any lapses and peccadillos. For 
one brief, shining evening ca¬ 
maraderie and sustenance held 
glorious sway. ▼ 



Visceral Workout

A rather amazing hour- 
long documentary 
about the late Andy 
Kaufman’s wrestling 
obsession will be screened for 
a week (March 29-April 4) at 
the Roxie. Lynne Margulies 
and Joe Orr’s video, I’m From 
Hollywood, switches gears 
between being the most hilar¬ 
ious visual item since L.A. 
Story and a horrifying por¬ 
trait of media exploitation, 
artistic schizophrenia and 
Middle American lifestyles. 

* Kaufman was a bizarre 
aberration on the national 
comedy scene. Fluctuating 
between an extreme pitch of 
“sick” humor that made 
Lenny Bruce seem like Jack 
Benny and an unpredictable 
surrealness that skirted dan¬ 
gerously close to the edge of 
certifiable insanity, Kaufman 
left a trail of uncomfortable 
albeit exhausting belly laughs 
behind him. 

Fanatical Devotion 

Among Kaufman’s more 
extreme passions was a fanat¬ 
ical devotion to pinning to the 
mat willing female amateurs 
yanked fresh from the crowd. 
This appeared to be a skewed 
layering of USA sport, gender 
fuck and bald-faced misogyny. 
In Nashville, where these to¬ 
tally un-harmless pastimes 
were generated, Kaufman 
eventually met his nemesis in 
the professional presence of 
Jerry Lawler. Their escalating 
feud is the subject of this 
docuvideo. 

Along the way, piquant ob¬ 
servations by colleagues and 
pals like Robin Williams, 
Marilu Henner and Tony 
Danza (the latter effortlessly 
negligible) are interjected to 
try to bring some distanced

perspective to the crazed pro¬ 
gression of events. As usual in 
these candid slices of life, an 
attitude of blase verisimili¬ 
tude in recording the great 
unwashed makes the proceed¬ 
ings as frightening and truth¬ 
ful as a Diane Arbus snap. 

The alternations (at the 
outrageous high jinks) and 
gasps (at the human cruelty) 
are so giddy and stunning 
that the experience may send 
you reeling. I’m From Holly¬ 
wood, for all its taut 60 min¬ 
utes, is a visceral workout.^

This time 
it’s Sydney. Beautiful estab¬ 
lishing shots make you wish 
you were there. The quality 
of light is breathtaking. 

Then there are the men. 
I’d love to be a fly on the wall 
next time Mr. Bjorn has a 
casting call. He has an abso¬ 


lute brilliance for procuring 
only the finest. And best of 
all, he is a total sexual demo¬ 
crat. He gathers men of all 
colors and mixes them effort¬ 
lessly, avoiding those ugly 
racist elements that so often 
permeate porn. His sense of 
inclusion is all-encompassing. 
Shaved asses butt up with 
hairy, cuts mingle with un¬ 
cuts, bigs take on smalls, all 
without any fetishistic ele¬ 
ment.

T oday and tomorrow, 
March 28 and 29, les¬ 
bian actress and play¬ 
wright Terry Baum 
concludes her performances 
of The San Francisco Baumi- 
cle at Josie’s Cabaret. Her $3 
show runs from 6 to 6:45 
p.m., a perfect time to stop 
by after work, listen to 
Baum’s take on the latest 
news, offer your own view, 
and relax with coffee or juice 
in a smoke-free environment. 

Baum selects highlights of 
the week’s news in print, 
blends satire with serious 
commentary on what’s hap¬ 
pening, and encourages the 
audience to participate during 
the show and offer feedback 
after it. Each performance is 
different, with a constantly 
changing content. 

Last week, Baum pulled 
topics from several days’ 
worth of stories, including the 
Sunday paper’s Image maga¬ 
zine story on “Lesbian Pow¬ 
er” and, as Baum noted, “our 
cute new supervisors.” Sub¬ 
jects included abortion in Ger¬ 
many, the “Question Man”

Baum first performed the 
Baumicle in 1984-’85 at the 
old Valencia Rose. She con¬ 
siders it “an opportunity, not 
only to present her own com¬ 
mentary on the absurdities 
and traumas surrounding us, 
but a chance for people to 
come together to reflect on an 
increasingly confused and 
troubled world.” 

Best known for her one 
woman “tour-de-farce,” One 
Fool, Or How I Learned to 
Stop Worrying and Love the 
Dutch, Baum again offers an 
interpretation of the world 
that is uniquely her own with 
The San Francisco Baumicle.

Balm in Gilead

T hree recent compact 
disc issues featuring 
sacred music sung by 
four black divas have 
arrived in stores in time for 
Easter. Each has its own spe¬ 
cial virtues, but all dramati¬ 
cally reveal the importance of 
the Spiritual to American mu¬ 
sic. 

Czech composer Antonin 
Dvorak was one of the first 
serious musicologists to recog¬ 
nize and credit the worth of 
the music sung and played by 
black Africans, when first 
brought to these shores in 
bondage. To Dvorak, the only 
truly American music was 
rooted in the music of the 
“Negro.” 

Dissenters would argue 
the musical traditions of Eu¬ 
rope and each successive 
wave of immigration was 
eventually synthesized into an 
American idiom, but few 
could deny the transformation 
of African rhythms into an 
expression of Christian reli¬ 
gious fervor as anything less 
than unique Americana. 

Long after the abolition of 
slavery, oppression of minori¬ 
ties remains a fact of life and 
the Spiritual prevails as a 
supreme expression of the 
joys and sorrows of an entire 
people. If anything, the Spir¬ 
itual has broadened into a 
universal voice for anyone or 
any group fighting against the 
odds of injustice. Like the old 
song says, “There is a balm in 
Gilead,” and that balm is in 
the Spirituals. 

At first glance, Kathleen 
Battle and Jessye Norman 
would appear to make an un¬ 
likely musical partnership — 
rather like pairing a piccolo 
with a pipe organ — but the 
new compact disc and video 
Spirituals in Concert proves 
successful because of their 
differences. The diminutive 
and silvery toned Battle bal¬ 
ances the formidable tonal op¬ 
ulence of the grande dame 
Norman and allows for some 
necessary contrast in a long 
and emotionally charged pro¬ 
gram. 

Taped live at a concert giv¬ 
en in Carnegie Hall, Spiritu¬ 
als in Concert was conducted 
by the Met’s James Levine 
with a theatre-sized orchestra 
and a wonderful chorus led 
by Robert DeCormier culled 
from a recent production of 
“Porgy and Bess.” Guest 
soloists include such luminar¬ 
ies as Nancy Allen playing 
harp and Hubert Laws on 
flute. Sylvia Olden Lee makes 
many admirable contributions 
on piano and Evelyn Simp- 
son-Currenton is featured at 
the organ. 

A Real Event 

The whole affair begins 
excitingly, but decidedly 
ragged with a monster ensem¬ 
ble for “In That Great Getting 
Up Morning.” Everyone 


sounds a little overheated and 
my worry that Norman 
would have trouble relaxing 
into a less than operatic style 
appeared justified, but Battle 
has got the style, if not the 
sheer power of instrument, 
right from the start. Her 
charming rendition of “Over 
My Head” and “Lil’ David” 
with Nancy Allen supplying a 
marvellous harp accompani¬ 
ment and Hubert Laws cook¬ 
ing on flute signals the begin¬ 
ning of a real musical event. 

By the time the two divas 
pair for a deliciously funny 
“Scandalize My Name,” the 
seal is set on a concert that 
puts the “Three Tenoio” to 
shame. There is great depth 
to black church music and 
Battle and Norman evoke 
tears as well as laughter. 
They sing “There Is a Balm 
in Gilead” and we are united 
in the great comfort this mu¬ 
sic can give. 

Memories and Music 

Florence Quivar has been 
called heir apparent to the 
great tradition of Leontyne 
Price and Jessye Norman. 
She’s too close in age to La 
Norman to be more than a 
sister and she will never have 
the indescribable luminosity 
of Price, but she is a star in 
her own right, with a pleasing 
edge to her voice that often 
surpasses Norman for this 
repertoire. Starting in a choir, 
Quivar supplies some lovely 
memories of her early years 
in the program notes of her 
disc Ride On, King Jesus! 

In a program of 23 Spiritu¬ 
als, featuring the Harlem 
Boys’ Choir and piano accom¬ 
paniments, Ms. Quivar stress¬ 
es the art of black sacred mu¬ 
sic. Without the interaction of 
an audience, she rarely lets 
her hair down — there is a 


smoothness that prevents to¬ 
tal involvement, but we are 
allowed a valuable insight; 
this is good music that can 
bear comparison with the 
lieder and chansons of the sa¬ 
lons of Europe. “Ride On, 
King Jesus!” has a rich cumu¬ 
lative effect and by the time a 
generous 67 minutes have 
passed we are emotionally 
satisfied. 

Effortless Sailing 

Barbara Hendricks is, per¬ 
haps, more noted for her song 
stylings than for her operatic 
portrayals, but no one would 
say she lacks the instrument. 
Her new disc, Chants Sacres 
(Sacred Songs), contains only 
three Spirituals, but they 
tellingly conclude a long and 
varied program that covers 
everything from Gounod’s 
“Ave Maria” to Andrew 
Lloyd-Webber’s “Pie Jesu.” 

Hendricks is a class act 
from start to finish and she 
sails effortlessly from the 
arching lines of Rossini to 
Polish composer Krzysztof 
Penderecki’s “Lacrimosa” 
from his Requiem commis¬ 
sioned by Lech Walesa. With 
sumptuous sound and full or¬ 
chestra, this record should 
prove a great cross-over hit. 
The Spirituals “Amazing 
Grace,” “When the Saints Go 
Marchin’ In” and “Sometimes 
I Feel Like a Motherless 
Child” are done with piano 
accompaniment and are alter¬ 
nately stirring and touching. 
A fine recording from a gifted 
artist. 

Easter is a festival of re¬ 
birth and all of these new 
discs underline the life in 
Spirituals. If you thought they 
were only about Marian An¬ 
derson (great as she was), give 
them a try and marvel at 
their relevance. ▼

It didn’t never matter to 
me that Joy wasn’t my own 
flesh and blood. From the be¬ 
ginning, it brightened my 
spirits to have her to think 
about, and as Freddie B took 
to bringing little trinkets 
home for her like I did with¬ 
out me telling him to, I be¬ 
lieved she was the little girl 
I’d prayed for and used to get 
him to call her our God-sent 
child. 

A merican-born Marsha 
Hunt attended UC 
Berkeley before she 
moved to England, 
where she starred in the mu¬ 
sical Hair. Her career in en¬ 
tertainment included music, 
radio, film and theatre before 
she turned to writing in 1986 
with her autobiography, Real 
Life. 

Joy, her remarkable first 
novel, is an extraordinary tale 
told in a seemingly ordinary 
way. Yet, underneath the 
warm, homey style of the 
book’s narrator, Baby Pala¬ 
tine, is the superb craftsman¬ 
ship of a woman born to 
write. 


Joy is much more than the 
recollection of events in the 
life of a young woman and 
her family as told by an older 
friend. Baby Palatine was an 
active participant in the lives 
of the Bang family, and she 
functioned as a kind of surro¬ 
gate mother to Joy when Joy’s 
own mother took to her bed, 
lavished attentions upon her 
youngest daughter Anndora 
or a new boyfriend — or ig¬ 
nored her children altogether. 

The deeply religious 
Baby’s care of Joy, then of the 
three sisters, extended to tak¬ 
ing them to church and en¬ 
couraging them to sing in the 
choir — a practice to which 
their mother Tammy objected, 
due to her own distrust of 
Christianity, yet appreciated 
because she was free to do 
what she wanted on Sundays 
with her children otherwise 
occupied. 

By attending church ser¬ 
vices, the oldest girl, the large 
and awkward Brenda, discov¬ 
ers her unique gift, a gor¬ 
geous singing voice, and the 
three sisters eventually go on 
to enjoy a brief, meteoric ca¬ 
reer as the pop group Bang 
Bang Bang. The ever-faithful 



Baby Palatine goes on tour 
with the trio as their 
wardrobe mistress. Success 
unravels soon after Brenda re¬ 
veals her lesbianism in a 
tabloid interview, and the 
three troubled sisters go their 
separate ways. 

Delicately Woven 

Hunt’s story reads as if 
Baby Palatine is sitting beside 
you, chattering away, moving 
back and forth in time, re¬ 
counting her tale and making 
sure she doesn’t omit one de¬ 
tail. Her speech is friendly, fa¬ 
miliar, the way people really 
talk. It wraps the reader up 
and transports her with clari- 


ultimately leaves an indelible 
impression. Hunt has cap¬ 
tured a culture’s oral tradition 
and gracefully translated it to 
the printed medium, with the 
power of only a few other 
works, such as Toni Morri¬ 
son’s The Beloved. 

The story begins with the 
mysterious death of Joy, who 
has been Baby’s “God-sent 
child.” Baby’s memories of 
precious and painful mo¬ 
ments from the past she 
shared with the attractive, 
haunted young woman who 
“hankered to be something 
she wasn’t” pour out, en¬ 
twined with those of her own 
life and family. 


ty and skill from the present 
to the past and back again — 
all in a delicately woven 
structure that sustains a grow¬ 
ing intrigue throughout and 

As the child that Baby nev¬ 
er had, Joy remained closer to 
Baby than to her biological 
mother. Baby believed that 
she knew Joy better than any¬ 
one, but gradually discovers 
that she perhaps knew the 
least about her much-loved 
child, the center and the soul 
of her life. The question of 
what constitutes motherhood, 
and even family, erupts with 
the gathering of Joy’s relatives 
and Baby in New York to 
make funeral arrangements. 

What follows is the revela¬ 
tion of shameful secrets, the 
dismantling of long-lived lies 
and a violent response to the 
truth. 

Hunt’s work is not only a 
compelling story, full of the 
hubris of tragedy and the hu¬ 
mor of the wise storyteller, 
but a frank examination of 
the virtues and vices of suc¬ 
cess in the music industry, 
African-American culture and 
two generations of diverse 
and strong-willed women. 
Baby’s faith comes close to 
being shattered by the events 
in the story, but eventually 
she learns from Joy a lesson 
in love she once taught the lit¬ 
tle girl herself. ▼ 



Plato and Homo-Love 

On Homosexuality: Lysis, Phaedrus, and Symposium by Plato 
Translated by Benjamin Jowett, with Emendations and Notes by 
Eugene O'Connor; Prometheus Books, $7.95

E arly in “Lysis,” the 
first of these philo¬ 
sophical dialogues, 
Socrates, Plato’s usual 
spokesperson, states enthusi¬ 
astically, “I have a passion for 
friends!” This passion, which 
evidence and logic indicate 
was Plato’s own as well, 
found its expression in these 
three seemingly casual con¬ 
versations among acquain¬ 
tances. Though apparently in¬ 
formal, each was really a 
closely reasoned argument 
constructed on the design we 
have come to know as Socrat- 
ic: a question and answer ex¬ 
change leading to a conclu¬ 
sion that the philosopher has 
long and cleverly foreseen. 

This being the case, there 
is a strong impression that a 
wily, highly sophisticated old¬ 
er man is leading friendly, 
naive younger males by their 
collective noses. Whether, 
apart from the conversation, 
the mentor might lead one or 
another of his young devotees 
by a more enticing protuber¬ 
ance must remain moot. 

But the ancient Greek cus¬ 
tom of a non-related mentor 
falling in love with and enjoy¬ 
ing carnal relations with his 
young charge has become 
common knowledge, now 
that researchers such as 
Dover and Sergent have over¬ 
stepped fusty Victorian reti¬ 
cence and been more explicit. 

Jowett, being a proper 
19th-century Oxford don, 
could hardly do so. Even 
A.E. Taylor in the 1927 Plato, 
the Man and His Work re¬ 


coils in horror from what he 
terms the “garbage” of homo¬ 
sexual interpretation. Though 
O’Connor is not identified in 
this present text, he is obvi¬ 
ously bent on correcting any 
bowdlerizing and bringing us 
the literal Plato on male-male 
love. For example, in “Sym¬ 
posium,” where Jowett trans¬ 
lates to “Since I became his 
admirer...” O’Connor corrects 
to “Since I fell in love with 
him...” 

“Lysis,” named after the 
youth who importunes 
Socrates into a discussion of 
the ethics of friendship, is a 
rather juvenile discussion of 
friendship, but the structure, 
mostly simple comparisons, 
and the commonplace style, 
are appropriate to the partic¬ 
ipants, whom some scholars 
have judged to be as young as 
11. Though Socrates regrets 
that no complete definition of 
friendship has been reached, 
it is clear that in such a rela¬ 
tionship, congeniality based 
on likeness is fundamental. 

“Phaedrus” is more mature 
and considerably deeper. 
Here, Eros himself, son of 
Aphrodite, the goddess of 
love, is invoked. There is a 
general acceptance that the 
basis of love is physical attrac¬ 
tion, but the complete realiza¬ 
tion of true love must be 
more elevated. The affirma¬ 
tion of goodness in both the 
lover and the beloved is a ne¬ 
cessity for love to be more 
than a mere repetition of sat¬ 
isfying an appetite. In this di¬ 
alogue appears the famous 
figure of the charioteer, who

Pet Shop Boys, Literally

F or years the Pet Shop 
Boys have been ma¬ 
ligned by the Ameri¬ 
can music press. Fre¬ 
quently written off as being 
ironic and prefabricated, the 
British duo have never lived 
down the deadpan delivery 
and disco backbeat of their 
1986 smash single, “West End 
Girls.” 

This pigeonholing isn’t 
their fault. Rather, it’s the 
fault of myopic American mu¬ 
sic journalists who mistakenly 
believe that a guitar is more 
“authentic” than a synthesizer 
and that all pop music is 
frivolous fluff. Blinded by ar¬ 
rogance, they just don’t listen. 
If they did, maybe they’d see 
the Pet Shop Boys for what 
they really are: one of the 
most innovative and interest¬ 
ing pop acts of the past five 
years. Pet Shop Boys, Literal¬ 
ly sets the record straight 
once and for all. 

Written by British journal¬ 
ist Chris Heath, Pet Shop 
Boys, Literally is a travel¬ 
ogue of the duo’s 1989 tour of 
Hong Kong, Japan and 
Britain. Heath accompanied 
Neil Tennant, Chris Lowe 
and their entourage every¬ 
where, from rehearsals to 
tour buses to nightclubs, and 
duly recorded his observa¬ 
tions. He also interviewed 
them extensively, covering 
topics ranging from love to 
camp to the rumored gay con¬ 
text of the duo’s name (some¬ 
thing to do with gerbils). And, 
fortunately for the reader, 
Heath’s ego never clouds his 
vision. 

The Pet Shop Boys are 
meticulous craftsmen, so their 
first tour had to be perfect 
and unlike anything anyone 
had seen before. Tennant and 
Lowe loathe rock and roll, so 
your typical lighters-flicker- 
ing-during-the-slow-bits arena 
show was out of the question. 

Instead, their performance 
incorporated choreography 
and dancers, loads of cos¬ 


tumes, live vocals (so much 
for being “prefabricated”) and 
films commissioned from 
British gay filmmaker Derek 
Jarman. A bit Hollywood, a 
bit Las Vegas, irresistibly 
pop. 

The critics were flabber¬ 
gasted (“What? No exploding 
fireballs?”), but the audience 
loved it. Tennant achieved his 
goal of synthesizing entertain¬ 
ment with self-expression. 
That, he says in this book, is 
what pop music is all about. 

Admirable Passion 

The tour details are inter¬ 
esting, but what really boosts 
Pet Shop Boys, Literally to 
the top of the heap are the in¬ 
terviews. Tennant is one of 
the most articulate pop stars 
ever, a thoughtful, educated 
man with plenty of convic¬ 
tions and the self-assurance to 
stand behind them. He is 
snooty, sweet and terribly 
funny. He loves pop music 
(so much for being “ironic”). 
He talks about everything 
from Australian pop-throb Ja¬ 
son Donovan to his relation¬ 
ship with Lowe (no, they are 
not lovers), from shopping to 
how the Pet Shop Boys got 
started. Lowe is not analytical 
— he either loves something or 
hates it — which exasperates 
Heath at times, but you can’t 
help but admire his passion. 

And no, neither Tennant 
nor Lowe comes out in this 
book. There are plenty of 
queer references but no con¬ 
fessions. At one point Ten¬ 
nant flatly states, “I have no 
personal life.” Period. 

Books about pop music 
tend to fall into one of three 
genres: the Glib Historical 
Compendium, the Sensation- 
alistic Autobiography, and the 
Mealy-Mouthed Masturbatory 
Critique. Fortunately, Pet 
Shop Boys, Literally tran¬ 
scends these categories. It’s a 
clear, entertaining and believ¬ 
able venture into the world of 
pop music. Pick it up. ▼ 


Rare and Wondrous Find 


Out of Time

T here are some writ¬ 
ers who are worth 
haunting the book¬ 
stores for, whose 
work is so exciting that the 
news there’s a new book by 
(fill in the names of your fa¬ 
vorites here) sends you rac¬ 
ing out to buy it. Sarah 
Dreher and Katherine For¬ 
rest are two of the writers 
on my must-read list, and 
Paula Martinac has become 
the third. Her new novel, 
Out of Time, is a great 
read, wonderfully and com- 
pellingly written. 

Out of Time is, on the 
surface, a kind of lesbian 
Gothic, a tale of the haunt¬ 
ing of Susan, a lesbian New 
Yorker, by a group of four 
lesbians from the early part 
of the 20th century. It is also 
a tale of relationship angst 
and graduate school horror. 

But what is really going 
on when Susan begins to 
have an affair with one of 
the ghosts, a sexual adven¬ 
ture so vivid and so satisfy¬ 
ing that when Susan has sex 
with Catherine, her real-life 
lover, she wonders whether 
that episode was the 
dream? And who is the 
antique shop owner, whose 


scrapbook of pictures from 
the lives of “The Gang,” as 
the four called themselves, 
starts the adventure? 

Through Time and Space 

At first, Susan lies to 
Catherine to keep the gang 
to herself, but Catherine sus¬ 
pects something. “Knowing 
something is up is very dif¬ 
ferent from knowing what 
that something is.” 

When confronted, Susan 
is finally forced to confess: 
“Catherine, I said, I’m hav¬ 
ing this historical experi¬ 
ence.” And she certainly is. 
Susan travels through time 
and space as she converses 
with the women and shares 
their experiences and their 
friendship. 

Is Susan holding the pho¬ 
tograph or is she taking the 
picture? Does Susan really 
meet these women or has 
the pressure of her relation¬ 
ship with Catherine, her doc¬ 
toral studies and her gradu¬ 
ate student poverty finally 
pushed her over the edge? 

Martinac answers these 
questions and more in her 
novel. Her evocation of the 
early years of the century 
and the special friendships 
of the women in the period 
is satisfying and fascinating.

The writing is very fine, 
with a first-person narrative 
used throughout to lend im¬ 
mediacy to the experiences.

“I guess it’s about romantic 
angst,” she says.

Community Cartoons 

Kris Kovick uses cartoon 
art as autobiography and po¬ 
litical statement. One of her 
panels spells out the word les¬ 
bian with amusing character¬ 
izations in large letters. 

“Each one of those letters 
is a sort of lesbianic symbol,” 
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(Lenore Chinn) 


she says. “That’s my form 
and content art piece. I gave 
that design to the National 
Center for Lesbian Rights. 
My cartoons come out of the 
community and they go right 
back in. That’s the whole idea 
of what I’m doing with my 
work.’’ 

For other artists, cartoon 
work can be a relaxing hob¬ 
by. That’s the case with 
Lenore Chinn, who has dis¬ 
played her realistic paintings 
in regional and national juried 
competitions throughout the 
country for the last 15 years. 

“My cartoon characters,” 
she explains, “are little people 
who are bald, and have no 
ears and no mouths. The only 
distinguishing characteristic 
between the little boys and 
girls is eyelashes on the girls.” 
She laughs and adds, “Maybe 
I should switch that, huh?” 

Jitterbug Waltz is the title 
of Joan Hilty’s ongoing saga 
of female buddies on the road 
and their adventures as they 


travel the country in a van. 
She’s hoping for syndication 
of the strip, and says, “I want 
to get strong, funny, indepen¬ 
dent women onto America’s 
funny pages.”

must keep his steeds, careful 
honor and impulsive action, 
together. 

Delineating Love 

But it is in “Symposium” 
that Plato explores love the 
most broadly and deeply. A ban¬ 
quet is in progress, and sever¬ 
al of Athens’ most illustrious 
men are present. Each 
plunges into the subject of 
love from his own bias, to be 
countered by Socrates in a 
dazzling combination of ban¬ 
ter and sharp argument. 
These are not adoring youths 
but mature men. 

Nevertheless, though some 
formidable intellects are bent 
to the noble task of a philo¬ 
sophical delineation of love, 
no statement is wholly ade¬ 
quate. We must content our¬ 


selves with such as these: 
“The desire and pursuit of the 
whole is called love” and

Watching Catherine and 
Susan struggle to define 
their relationship and resist 
the temptation to analyze it 
to destruction is delightful 
and informative. And if it is 
one of the ghosts who offers 
the soundest advice on how 
to keep the relationship 
healthy and growing, well, 
who would know better how 
to keep love alive than a 
woman who’s been dead for 
50 years? 

It is this contradiction — 
this willingness to play with 
what we know and what we 
only wish to believe — that 
makes this novel a rare and 


wondrous find, a novel that 
respects the reader’s intelli¬ 
gence while challenging the 
reader’s firmly held beliefs 
about what is real. 

“There are more things in 
heaven and earth than are 
dreamt of in your philoso¬ 
phy,” said Hamlet to Hora¬ 
tio. And more twists and 
turns and possibilities than 
one might imagine in this 
well-crafted novel as well. 
Suspenseful to the end, the 
plot turns not only on the 
question of whether or not 
there are ghosts, but also on 
what Susan must do, for 
them, for herself, to resume 
her own life. 

Out of Time is a well- 
written, entertaining read 
that raises interesting ques¬ 
tions about reality, while 
telling more of our lost sto¬ 
ries as well.V

Getting in Shape for Spring

And 
April, the time when people 
start to pull out their shorts 
and sleeveless T-shirts and 
panic, is upon us. 

Don’t despair. First of all, 
you are not alone! Most of us 
are unable to exercise as of¬ 
ten during the winter months. 
In addition, winter food tends 
to be heavier and richer in 
calories. Warmer weather, 
however, provides us more 
opportunities for outside 
sports, and fresh fruits and 
vegetables, lower in calories, 
are now available. Getting 
back into shape can be rela¬ 
tively painless if you have the 
right information. 

Many people tend to over¬ 
react when confronted with 
the task of losing some 
weight and firming up some 
of those easy-to-spot places. 
You needn’t starve yourself 
and you don’t have to work 
out 24 hours a day either. 
That approach usually results 


in self-sabotage. 

Don’t set impossible goals 
for yourself. Also important is 
how you refer to your new 
food plan. Don’t call it a diet 
or you’ll feel like you’re on a 
diet. It’s a “revised meal 
plan,” nothing more. I have al¬ 
ready written enough about 
low-fat eating and the foods 
to look for in that context, so 
I’ll skip most of these details. 
However, do know that the 
fastest way to get rid of fat 
weight is to reduce your fat 
intake. You’ll be amazed at 
how rapidly the pounds will 
fall off. Remember that one 
pound of fat loss requires a 
reduction of 3500 calories. To 
lose one pound per week you 
must decrease your intake or 
increase your activity to ac¬ 
count for these 3500 calories. 

Combine Aerobics, Diet 

Realistically, what does 
this look like? Dividing this 
amount by seven days, we 
have a total of 500 calories 
per day we would like to 
somehow cancel out. The 
most efficient way to proceed 
(and less painful, if you love 
to eat) is to combine your re¬ 
duction in calories with aero¬ 
bic exercise. 

This has two functions: (1) 
You will burn up some calo¬ 
ries (so you will not have to 
eliminate the entire 500 per 
day from your food intake) 
and (2) the exercise will get 


your heart going, your system 
revved up. In other words, 
you will increase your 
metabolic rate. This means 
that you will start to burn 
more calories at rest than you 
were able to in the past. 

This particular aspect of 
aerobic exercise is extremely 
important when embarking 
on a calorie reduction plan 
because the body’s typical re¬ 
sponse would be to slow 
down the metabolism. That 
is nature’s way of saving ener¬ 
gy. If you’re eating less food, 
the body will want to con¬ 
serve energy more efficiently 
in case you won’t be receiving 
the normal load of calories it 
is used to for an extended pe¬ 
riod of time. 

The practical result of this 
can be very frustrating: you 
cut down on calories and then 
your body shuts down so it 
doesn’t need as much. This is 
often why we reach 
“plateaus” where no weight 
loss occurs, even though 
we’re seemingly starving our¬ 
selves! Aerobic exercise 
helps to counteract this ten¬ 
dency so that we continue to 
lose weight and keep our 
metabolisms high even as the 
calories go down. The most 
efficient use of an aerobic 
program for weight loss is 
low intensity, longer duration 
and high frequency. In other 
words, rather than running 10 
to 15 miles three times per 
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week and burning yourself 
out, ride a stationary bike or 
do the Stairmaster for 30 to 
45 minutes per day at a lower 
intensity, five times per week. 
You can gradually increase 
the time on the bike, the 
number of days on the bike, 
keeping the intensity fairly 
moderate. (Note: you should 
be able to carry on a conver¬ 
sation while engaging in this 
exercise. If you are panting, 
out of breath, or feeling faint, 
this is not low intensity.) 

Keep a Diary 

Now back to the food seg¬ 
ment of this plan. What does 
500 calories (or 250-350 if 
you’re also doing aerobics) 
look like and how do you 
eliminate this from your diet? 
The most efficient way of go¬ 
ing about this is to keep a 
food diary. Write down what 
you eat every day for a week 
to 10 days. Look up the food 
values (calories, carbohy¬ 
drates, protein and fat grams) 


in a food table such as the 
one in The Nutrition Al¬ 
manac. 

Total your daily intake. 
Note which foods you cannot 
live without and which ones 
you can compromise on, look¬ 
ing for foods lower in calories 
to replace them. 

Be creative. Look for sim¬ 
ilar foods that are lower in fat 
and calories. Of course, the 
more basic you are in your 
eating, the fewer calories 
you’ll be taking in. It’s hard 
to go overboard with cooked 
vegetables and a couple of 
cans of tuna fish. 

Last of all, remember that 
this is your diet. It’s up to 
you which foods you give up 
for a while or eat less of. It’s 
also up to you how much 
time you’ll allow yourself 
within which to lose the 
weight and/or firm up. Don’t 
create rules you cannot live 
by, but rather, create a 
food/exercise plan you can 
live with. ▼

Somewhere in between is 
the psychology of the tourna¬ 
ment player, who plays by 
the same rules as the team 
players but has no one to sec¬ 
ond guess his or her approach 
to game situations.

Tips For You 

Some bowlers have asked 
me where I get the pointers I 
sometimes provide in this col¬ 
umn. Well, I watch the Pro¬ 
fessional Bowlers Tour every 
Saturday at 3 p.m. At some 
time during the four games 
that the professionals play, 
there is a break for a bowling 
tip. I have found much of the 
advice provided during the 
PBA tour to be invaluable, 
and am glad to share some of 
these pointers with readers of 
this column. Of course, that 
does not imply that one must 
immediately try the suggested 
methods in competition. It 
would probably be prudent to 
first develop them in practice 
then incorporate them into 
one’s repertoire of bowling 
skills. 

Here is a tip that may help 
those of you who feel your 
ball is too heavy, causing you 
to tire too fast and, therefore, 
progressively lose control of 
your ball. Try a ball that is a 
pound or two lighter, put 
more power and lift into your 
delivery. Combined with a 
correct release, this should re¬ 
sult in less ball deflection, 
more pin activity, and a high¬ 
er pin count. ▼
